News  of  the  Week 


Additional  Import  Duty — Lenses  and  Prisms 

Under  the  Additional  Import  Duties  (No.  8)  Order,  dated 
March  29,  the  following  class  of  goods  will  be  liable  upon 
importation  to  an  additional  duty  of  10  per  cent.,  making  with 
the  10  per  cent,  general  ad  valorem  duty  a  total  of  20  per 
cent. :  — 

Unworked  pressed  or  moulded  lenses  and  prisms,  and  pressed 
or  moulded  blanks  of  unworked  or  worked  lenses  and  prisms. 

The  additional  duty  came  into  force  on  Monday,  April  1, 
1935- 

International  Vitamin  Standards 

We  are  asked  to  announce  that  the  international  standards 
for  vitamins  A,  B,,  C  and  D  are  now  available  for  issue  to 
laboratories,  institutions  and  research  workers  in  Great  Britain 
and  Northern  Ireland.  These  standards  were  accepted  for 
international  use  at  the  Second  International  Conference  on 
Vitamin  Standardisation  held  in  London  in  June  1934.  The 
Conference  recommended  that  they  should  be  kept  at  the 
National  Institute  for  Medical  Research,  which  would  act  for 
this  purpose  as  central  laboratory  on  behalf  of  the  Health 
Organisation  of  the  League  of  Nations.  The  required  quan- 
tities of  each  of  the  vitamin  standards  are  now  being  sent  to 
national  central  laboratories  for  subsequent  local  distribution 
in  countries  abroad.  The  National  Institute  for  Medical 
Research  will  continue  to  supply  the  international  vitamin 
standards  for  use  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland.  The 
standards  for  the  vitamins  B,  and  D  remain  unchanged,  and 
their  supply  at  half-yearly  intervals  will  be  continued  as 
before.  The  standard  for  vitamin  A  has  been  changed,  a  pure 
specimen  of  ^-carotene  having  been  adopted  in  place  of  the 
impure  preparation  of  carotene  hitherto  employed.  The  unit 
of  vitamin  A  remains  unchanged,  though  it  is  now  denned  as 
the  vitamin  A  activity  contained  in  0.6  microgram  of  pure 


/J-carotene.  In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the 
Conference,  the  /J-carotene  is  issued  in  the  form  of  a  solution  in 
oil,  of  which  1  gram  contains  500  international  units.  The 
quantity  of  this  standard  solution  supplied  to  each  applicant  is 
approximately  5  grams,  and  on  account  of  the  small  quantity 
available  it  can  be  supplied  only  at  yearly  intervals,  not  half- 
yearly  as  formerly.  It  is  suggested  that  subsidiary  laboratory 
standards,  exactly  assayed  in  terms  of  the  international  stan- 
dard, should  be  prepared  for  routine  work.  We  are  reminded 
that  /-ascorbic  acid  has  been  adopted  as  the  international 
standard  for  vitamin  C,  the  unit  of  activity  being  defined  as 
the  vitamin-C  activity  contained  in  0.05  milligram  of  pure 
Z-ascorbic  acid.  A  quantity  of  approximately  550  milligrams 
will  be  supplied  to  all  laboratories,  institutions  and  research 
workers  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  who  require  it. 

It  is  requested  that  those  laboratories,  institutions  and 
research  workers  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  who  do 
not  receive  the  standards  at  present,  and  who  desire  to  receive 
any  or  all  of  them,  will  apply  to  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biological  Standards,  The  National  Institute  for 
Medical  Research,  Hampstead,  London,  N.W.3. 

Chemists'  Defence  Association,  Ltd. 

The  thirty-fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  was  held  at  4/5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i, 
on  March  26.  The  annual  report  showed  that  damages  paid 
under  indemnity  claims  ranged  from  a  few  shillings  to  £260, 
and  that  the  sum  of  £424  had  been  spent  on  free  analyses. 
The  directors  have  purchased,  as  an  investment,  the  adjoining 
property,  3  Queen  Square.  The  income  and  expenditure 
account  shows  a  net  balance  of  ^571.  The  chairman  (Mr.  E.  A. 
Atkins)  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  directors  and 
auditors,  together  with  the  accounts  and  balance  sheet.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Steam,  and  supported  by 
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Mr.  Hearle,  who  commented  upon  the  excellent  report  of  the 
service  given  by  the  Association.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting 
the  chairman  referred  to  the  work  of  the  secretary  (Mr.  G.  A. 
Mallinson)  and  his  staff,  and  thanked  him  on  behalf  of  the 
directors  for  the  work  he  had  done  for  members  through  the 
Association.  Mr.  Keall  spoke  in  support.  Mr.  Mallinson,  in 
replying,  thanked  the  directors  for  their  expression  of  con- 
fidence and  paid  a  tribute  to  the  Association's  solicitor,  Mr. 
G.  N.  Lacey.  Mr.  Lacey  had  filled  Mr.  Kirby's  place  excel- 
lently, and  his  enthusiasm  for  the  work  and  the  personal  in- 
terest he  always  took  in  the  members'  difficulties  made  him  an 
ideal  solicitor  for  the  Association.  Mr.  Hardy  proposed  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  retiring  members,  Mr.  John  Keall,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Morgan  and  Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Stearn  and  supported  by  Mr.  Atkins,  Mr.  Hearle  and  Mr. 
J.  Evans.  The  retiring  members  replied,  and  the  meeting 
concluded  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  chairman. 

Inquests 

A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound  mind  "  was  returned 
at  a  Coventry  inquest,  on  March  21,  concerning  the  death  of 
Mr.  William  Harold  Marshall,  chemist's  assistant,  who  was 
found  dead  in  the  dispensary  of  the  shop  at  8  Carter  Road. 
Death  was  due  to  drinking  hydrocyanic  acid. 

At  a  recent  Bridlington  inquest  on  the  body  of  Mr.  Alfred 
Pratt,  Cosy  Corner  Hotel,  Hilderthorpe  Road,  who  died  from 
septicaemia,  the  jury,  in  returning  a  verdict  of  "  Death  by 
misadventure,"  stated  that  they  wished  to  exonerate  Mr.  J.  V. 
Davies,  chemist  and  druggist,  who  at  Mr.  Pratt's  request  had 
syringed  his  ear.  The  coroner  intimated  that  it  was  no  con- 
cern of  theirs.  During  the  inquest  Mr.  Davies  elected  to  give 
evidence.  He  said  that  before  he  syringed  Mr.  Pratt's  ear  he 
suggested  that  he  should  see  a  doctor,  but  Mr.  Pratt  replied 
that  it  was  only  a  small  matter  and  he  had  no  doctor  in  Brid- 
lington. The  syringe  was  sterilised  in  the  usual  way,  and  the 
syringing  was  done  with  boiled  water  and  boric  acid.  A  great 
deal  of  wax  came  out.  Witness  made  no  charge  for  syringing, 
but  charged  for  ear  drops.  When  he  put  a  towel  round  Mr. 
Pratt's  neck  he  noticed  there  were  .small  spots.  It  was  some 
time  before  he  again  saw  Mr.  Pratt,  who  then  asked  for  a 
blood  mixture.  Mr.  Davies  gave  him  one,  and  Mr.  Pratt 
called  again  a  few  days  later.  "  I  saw  the  spots  then,"  said 
Mr.  Davies.  "  I  did  not  like  the  look  of  them  and  suggested 
that  he  should  see  a  doctor.  We  do  not  make  a  practice  of 
doing  these  syringings."  Dr.  H.  Broadbent  said  the  seat  of 
infection  was  the  ear  or.  thereabouts.  It  was  possible  that 
dirt  might  have  got  in  from  a  scratch,  but  a  syringe 
would  not  cause  a  scratch.  Addressing  the  jury,  the 
coroner  said  there  was  no  suggestion  that  Mr.  Davies  had 
used  anything  but  care.  The  jury  were  unanimous  in  their 
verdict. 

Bath 

A  meeting  of  the  Bath  and  District  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  was  held  recently,  when  an  address  was 
given  by  the  vice-president  of  .the  Society  (Mr.  E.  Saville 
Peck)  on  "Educational  and  Other  Problems."  The  object  of 
qualification,  said  Mr.  Peck,  was  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply 
of  persons  who  could  be  looked  upon  as  possessing  special 
knowledge.  The  steps  recently  taken  by  the  Council  to  ensure 
this  qualification  were  those  outlined  in  the  report  of  the 
Syllabus  Committee.  The  effects  of  these  alterations  would 
be  to  reduce  the  numbers  of  entrants  into  pharmacy.  The 
introduction  of  physiology  in  the  two  final  examinations  would 
give  the  pharmacist  greater  confidence  in  his  intercourse  with 
medical  science.  Their  existence  as  pharmacists  would  depend 
very  largely  upon  their  ability  to  co-operate  with  the  modern 
medical  practitioner  in  the  application  of  up-to-date  methods. 
In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr.  D.  J.  Williams  con- 
sidered that  organic  chemistry  was  of  increasing  importance. 
Mr.  W.  J.  Hallett  criticised  the  new  Regulations  regarding 
conditions  of  apprenticeship.  He  also  thought  that  a  definite 
effort  should  be  made  to  give  pharmacists  some  measure  of 
protection.  Mr.  Wilson  believed  that  as  there  would  be  fewer 
aspirants  to  pharmacy  in  the  future,  the  number  of  colleges 
which  would  be  recognised  for  the  teaching  of  subjects  for  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  examination  would  be  considerably  fewer 
than  at  present.  Mr.  Peck,  in  reply,  said  the  high  standard  for 
the  Preliminary  Scientific  examination  meant  better  entrants 
for  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination.  Regard- 


ing the  new  Regulations  for  apprenticeship,  if  a  pharmacist 
would  not  provide  the  necessary  equipment  he  should  not 
undertake  the  training  of  an  apprentice. 

Birkenhead 

A  meeting  and  supper  of  the  Birkenhead  and  Wirral  Phar- 
macists' Association  was  held  recently,  Mr.  J.  Ambrose 
Lloyd  (vice-president)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  W.  T.  Beardsley  (a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council)  was  the  guest  of  the  evening. 
In  the  course  of  an  address,  Mr.  Beardsley  dealt  with  several 
matters  of  pharmaceutical  interest.  The  proposed  new  build- 
ing, he  said,  was  absolutely  necessary.  Regarding  the  shop 
registration  fee,  he  thought  this  would  be  about  ios.  6d.  per 
shop.  Dealing  with  the  Benevolent  Fund,  he  had  heard  that 
their  president  had  been  instrumental  in  raising  over  £21  to 
the  Fund,  but  he  would  urge  them  not  to  be  content  to  rest 
on  their  laurels.  With  regard  to  Mr.  Moreton  Parry  (who  was 
with  them  that  evening),  if  they  wanted  a  man  who  would 
fight  fiercely  for  them,  he  hoped  they  would  help  to  send  Mr. 
Parry  back  with  a  large  majority.  Proposing  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  Mr.  Beardsley,  Mr.  H.  W.  Wallis  (president  of 
Chester  and  District  Branch)  said  there  was  a  need  for 
territorial  representation.  At  the  moment  it  was  possible  for 
large  cities  and  towns  to  swamp  the  whole  country.  He  was 
pleased  to  hear  Mr.  Beardsley  mention  a  figure  for  the  shop 
registration  fee,  for  that  was  a  sore  point  at  the  present  time. 

Blackpool 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  on  March  21,  Mr.  Herbert  Hall 
was  unanimously  re-elected  President.  Mr.  A.  R.  Sidebottom 
and  Mr.  J.  Dyson  were  re-elected  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secre- 
tary respectively,  while  new  appointments  comprised  Mr.  S.  C. 
Coope,  Vice-President,  and  Mr.  T.  A.  Durkin  (Lytham), 
Treasurer.  Members  were  added  to  the  Committee,  which  is 
now  composed  of  Messrs.  C.  Cornforth,  F.  Ludlam,  C.  E. 
Eccles,  J.  F.  Blackhurst,  J.W.  Huddart,  J.  P.  Sidebottom, 
W.  Holmes,  J.  Cardwell,  H.  Piatt,  A.  Barnes  and  J.  O'Connor. 
The  secretary  presented  a  satisfactory  annual  report  and 
balance  sheet.  He  appealed  to  the  members  to  give  better 
support  to  the  Branch.  It  was  decided  to  arrange  a  cricket 
match  with  local  medical  men  or  police  for  the  summer,  the 
proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  the  new  Victoria  Hospital. 

Bolton

Dewhirst,  who  gave  their  time  so  that  the  members  could 
discuss  many  interesting  subjects.  The  Branch  subscription  to 
the  Society's  Benevolent  Fund  worked  out  at  is.  id.  per  mem- 
ber, which  did  not  compare  favourably  with  last  year  (4s.  2d.

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Coventry

King  (consolation). 

In  the  Hull  Museum  of  Commerce  and  Transport  various 
manufacturers  in  Hull  exhibit  the  raw  materials  and  com- 
pleted products  prepared  at  their  works.  At  the  present 
moment,  Lofthouse  &  Saltmer,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
have  made  an  exceptionally  interesting  show  by  exhibiting 
household  commodities  used  in  medicine  in  1802  and  in  1935. 
The  former  includes  horseradish,  mustard,  orange  peel,  pepper, 
starch,  and  resin.  The  latter  includes  tea,  linseed,  figs,  prunes, 
and  rose  petals.  Another  exhibit  shows  the  various  drugs  of 
vegetable  origin  obtained  from  different  parts  of  the  British 
Empire.  These  include  bachu  leaves  from  South  Africa  ;  gum 
from  Australia  ;  cinnamon  from  Ceylon  ;  cinchona  from  India  ; 
ginger  from  Jamaica  ;  cod-liver  oil  from  Newfoundland  ;  Canada 
balsam  from  Canada ;  and  eucalyptus  from  New  Zealand.  A 
further  exhibit  shows  drugs  of  animal  origin. 

Liverpool 

Every  year,  the  "  Liverpool  Post  "  states,  about  30,000  cats 
are  painlessly  destroyed  in  the  city.  Large  numbers  of  the 
tribe  live  in  warehouses. 

The  possibility  of  earlier  closing  for  pharmacists  in  Liverpool 
formed  the  subject  of  a  discussion  at  a  meeting  of  the  Liver- 
pool Chemists'  Association  on  March  27,  when  Mr.  R.  Clitherow 
brought  forward  a  motion  that  they  should  close  each  evening  at 
seven  o'clock,  except  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  when  the  closing 
hour  should  be  eight  o'clock.  Mr.  G.  L.  Clubb  (president)  was 
in  the  chair.  After  a  preliminary  discussion,  in  which  there 
appeared  to  be  some  doubt  about  the  position  of  Liverpool 
chemists  under  the  Shops  Acts  and  the  local  Closing  Order,  the 
chairman  said  they  might  perhaps  prefer  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  considering  the  matter  further  at  a  later  meeting. 
Mr.  T.  H.  Jones  proposed  "That  this  meeting  for  the  time 
being  discuss  the  question  of  shorter  hours."  This  motion  was 
carried.  A  speaker  pointed  out  that  they  were  "up  against 
it"  in  regard  to  the  doctors.  They  had  doctors  in  their  dis- 
trict who  had  two  different  surgery  hours,  from  6  p.m.  to 
7  p.m.  and  from  7  p.m.  to  8  p.m.,  and  the  difficulty  was  that 
they  came  along  at  the  last  moment  with  a  prescription  and 
said  "Oh,  this  prescription  is  urgent."  As  chairman  of  the 
Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee,  Mr.  J.  L. 
Hirst  remarked  that  if  they  were  going  to  do  this  they  must 
approach  the  doctors.  There  was  in  the  Insurance  Act  a 
clause  which  in  effect  stated  that  if  the  pharmacists  wished  to 
change  the  hours  during  which  they  dispensed  N.H.I,  prescrip- 
tions they  must  approach  the  Liverpool  Insurance  Committee 
for  permission.  That  meeting  was  not  a  representative  one. 
It  was  a  very  good  one,  but  they  could  not  bind  those  not 
present  to  anything  they  did  at  that  meeting ;  that  could  only 
be  done  by  referendum.  A  speaker  dealt  briefly  with  condi- 
tions in  Wallasey,  where  they  closed  at  7  p.m.  and  utilised  the 
rota  system.  Mr.  Mussell  said  that  in  Garston  they  did  the 
dispensing  for  the  P.A.C.  and  it  was  a  very  rare  thing  for  them 
to  get  any  of  these  prescriptions  in  the  afternoon.  In  the  case 
of  doctors  with  two  surgeries,  they  had  that  in  Garston,  but 
there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  difficulty.  He  thought  that  the 
public  as  a  whole  would  give  them  their  sympathy  in  the 
matter  of  earlier  closing.  A  discussion  arose  on  the  subject  of 
closing  in  regard  to  city  areas  as  distinct  from  the  outer 
suburbs.  Mr.  Clitherow  then  proposed  "That  this  meeting  of 
Liverpool  chemists  is  in  favour  of  closing  at  seven  o'clock  each 
evening,  with  the  exception  of  Friday  and  Saturday  evenings, 
when  the  closing  hour  shall  be  eight  o'clock."  This  was 
seconded  by  Mr.  Andrews  and  carried  with  three  dissentients. 
Mr.  Mussell  remarked  that  the  whole  crux  of  the  trouble  was 
that  they  were  afraid  that  the  man  down  the  street  was  getting 
more  than  he.    Another  speaker  remarked  that  the  business 
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was  becoming  master  of  the  chemist  and  not  the  chemist  master 
of  his  business.  The  secretary  (Mr.  W.  E.  Humphreys)  said 
that  if  they  were  to  continue  with  this  proposal  they  would 
have  to  get  a  petition  properly  drawn  up  and  signed  by  all 
proprietor  chemists  in  the  city. 

London 

In  Bow  County  Court,  on  March  28,  Mr.  Alfred  T.  Soar, 
Queen's  Avenue,  Woodford  Green,  obtained  judgment  in  the 
sum  of  ^40,  with  costs,  against  Mr.  Edward  A.  H.  Wright, 
The  Hope  Chemical  Works,  Anne  Street,  Barking,  E.,  for 
salary  in  lieu  of  notice. 

Chemists'  representatives  for  London,  Middlesex,  Kent  and 
Surrey  have  completed  arrangements  for  the  supply  of  milk 
foods  by  chemists  to  subscribers  to  the  London  public  medical 
service.  The  scheme,  which  will  come  into  operation  on 
April  8,  provides  for  the  supply  of  i-lb.  tins  of  Allenburys' 
foods.  Cow  &  Gate  and  Ostermilk  by  means  of  a  "  chit  "  to  be 
issued  by  the  doctor  to  his  patient,  and  payment  at  the  prices 
specified  on  the  ' '  chit ' '  must  be  made  to  the  chemist  by  the 
person  presenting  it. 

A  strike  has  been  in  progress  at  the  works  of  Burgoyne, 
Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  East  Ham,  E.6,  since  March  30.  Writ- 
ing on  April  3,  Messrs.  Burgoyne,  Burbidges  send  us  the 
following  statement :  — ' '  This  House  has  always  been  a  com- 
pletely free  house  employing  union  labour  and  non-union  labour 
in  about  equal  proportions.  Recently  a  demand  has  been 
made  on  the  company  to  make  the  house  ' '  closed  ' '  to  non- 
union labour,  which  means  in  effect  that  we,  the  employers, 
would  be  compelled  to  coerce  non-union  workers  to  join  the 
union.  This  we  have  refused  to  do.  .  .  .  Our  rates  of  wages 
are  higher  than  trade  union  rates,  our  conditions  of  work  are 
second  to  none  in  the  chemical  industry.  We  shall  maintain 
these  wages  and  these  conditions.  They  are  not,  and  never 
have  been,  in  jeopardy.  Deliveries  have  been  well  maintained. 
Transport  workers  are  absolutely  loyal,  and  although  we  hope 
to  have  perfect  service  again  within  the  next  few  days  we  trust 
that  our  friends  will  give  us  their  kind  indulgence  should  any 
difficulties  arise.  .  .  ." 

Mr.  H.  L.  Brook,  who  completed  his  record-breaking  dash 
from  Australia  to  England  recently,  carried  "  Ovaltine "  for

The  custom  of  limiting  the  number  of  guests  at  the  dinner  of 
the  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association  gives  this  annual 
event  the  atmosphere  of  sociability  sometimes  lacking  in  larger 
functions.  The  table  plan  at  the  Restaurant  Frascati,  Oxford 
Street,  London,  W.i,  on  March  28,  contained  the  names  of 
many  well-known  pharmaceutical  personalities.  The  guests 
were  received  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Swanston  (president)  and  Mrs. 
Swanston.  Among  the  impromptu  toasts  at  the  dinner  were 
two  of  unusual  interest.  The  president  toasted  Mr.  J.  Hearle, 
the  first  North  London  member  of  the  N.P.U.,  and  "  the  only 
secretary  we  have  had  since  our  inception,  Mr.  Skinner."  The 
president  read  a  telegram  from  Mr.  Mumford,  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Association,  regretting  inability  to  be  present.  Then 
followed  the  speeches,  the  first  toast  being  that  of  "  The  Phar- 
maceutical Society,"  proposed  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Young  (a  past- 
president  of  the  Association).  Mr.  Young  feared  that  many 
members  expected  impossibilities  from  the  Council.  There  was 
a  tendency,  however,  for  the  Council  to  become  over-academic 


and  somewhat  out  of  touch  with  the  workaday  world,  and  it 
did  seem  that  regulated  transfusion  of  new  blood  from  time  to 
time  was  not  only  advisable  but  very  desirable.  One  pictured, 
he  said,  pharmaceutical  brothers  on  Tyneside,  in  South  Wales, 
or  in  other  similar  areas,  to  whom  the  yearly  personal  fee  and 
the  anticipated  establishment  fee  seemed  like  adding  insult  to 
injury.  Then  there  was  the  anomalous  position  of  those  quali- 
fied people  who  were  not  on  the  Register.  Could  not  the  Coun- 
cil suggest  some  way  by  which  these  hardships  might  be 
lightened  and  the  anomalies  removed  by  a  graduated  scale  of 
charges?  They  wanted  to  be  assured  that  the  cost  of  the  new 
headquarters  would  not  impinge  too  hardly  on  this  generation. 
Mr.  Skinner's  recent  motion  limiting  the  establishment  fee  to 
administration  costs  only,  concluded  Mr.  Young,  had  stilled  a 
great  many  fears.  Mr.  Keall,  in  reply,  congratulated  Mr. 
Young  on  the  able  way  he  had  proposed  the  toast.  Mr.  Keall 
said  the  world  was  suffering  to-day  from  the  reaction  of  unrest. 
With  regard  to  the  retention  fee,  he  was  sorry  for  some  cases 
that  had  suffered  difficulty  and  even  hardship.  The  Society 
was  now  in  the  position  it  should  have  been  in  years  ago — a 
body  fully  representative  of  pharmacy.  With  regard  to  the 
registration  of  premises  fee,  Mr.  Skinner's  motion  had  laid 
down  a  definite  principle.  Members  would  find  that  the  pro- 
posed new  building  was  not  treated  from  the  point  of  view  of 
an  immediate  tax :  posterity  would  have  to  bear  its  share  of 
the  burden.  "  The  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion "  was  proposed  by  Dr.  A.  Durward  and  responded  to  by 
Mr.  W.  E.  Swanston.

Mr.  Powell  suggested  that  the  retention  fee  should  be 
reduced  and  the  contribution  to  the  Journal  made  optional. 
This,  Mr.  Wells  said,  was  not  practicable.  Mr.  Hocken  stressed 
the  point  of  territorial  representation,  and  Mr.  Wells  said  that 
this  was  being  brought  up  at  the  Belfast  Conference.  Mr. 
Reid  proposed  that  a  questionnaire  be  sent  out  to  the  prospec- 
tive candidates  for  the  May  election.

Yet  another  ergot  alkaloid? — -We  understand  from  "The 
Lancet,"  March  30,  1935  (p.  758),  that  a  group  of  workers  in 
the  University  of  Chicago  has  published  a  preliminary  report 
of  a  new  active  principle  in  ergot  which  stimulates  contrac- 
tions of  the  puerperal  uterus  when  given  by  the  mouth.  Only 
a  fortnight  ago  (C.  &  D.,  March  23,  p.  363)  we  drew  attention 
to  the  discovery  in  this  country  of  a  new  alkaloid,  ergometrine. 
Whether  or  not  the  two  substances  are  identical  has  yet  to  be 
decided  by  means  of  an  exchange  of  material  between  the  two 
groups  of  workers.

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Wholesale  Merchants' 
and  Manufacturers'  Association,  on  March  27,  Mr.  Fred  Storey 
(president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland) 
was  unanimously  elected  president  for  the  ensuing  year.  Mr. 
Storey,  in  the  course  of  an  address,  said  that  a  number  of  them 
had  felt  the  loss  of  business  in  the  Free  State,  and  found  it 
very  difficult  to  make  this  up  owing  to  the  intensive  competi- 
tion. They  were  all  glad  to  know  the  Ulster  Industries 
Development  Association  was  going  ahead,  but  he  felt  there 
should  be  a  bigger  effort  to  popularise  the  slogan  "  Buy  from 
Ulster  Traders."  The  Committee  had  been  considering  the 
question  of  chain  shops,  all  branches  from  England,  and  their 
effect  on  local  trade.  He  felt  there  should  be  some  method  by 
which  all  these  companies  should  be  registered  locally.  The 
revaluation  in  Northern  Ireland  was  making  the  business  com- 
munity sit  up  and  take  notice.  Among  those  elected  to  the 
Committee  were  Sir  Thomas  McMullan,  Mr.  George  Wilson 
(Jordan,  Wilson  &  Alexander),  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Haslett  (J.  &  J. 
Haslett,  Ltd.). 
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Dublin 

One  of  the  most  attractive  new  pharmacies  in  the  western 
suburbs  of  Dublin  is  that  just  completed  by  A.  H.  Bex,  Ltd., 
shopfitters,  Dublin,  for  Mr.  M.  J.  Ryan,  L.P.S.I.,  at  Rialto. 

A  determined  effort  will  be  made  by  chemists  in  the  Dublin 
area  during  the  next  few  weeks  to  secure  agreement  on  D. 
and  P.  prices  for  the  coming  season  and  to  end  the  price- 
cutting  evil  which  was  prevalent  last  year,  ft  is  understood 
that  the  Dublin  and  Provincial  Retail  Drug  Association  will 
be  asked  to  take  up  this  question  and  to  fix  prices. 

Dr.  Edward  M.  Fannin,  of  Sliema,  Sutton,  co.  Dublin, 
whose  death  is  announced,  was  the  founder  of  Fannin  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  surgical  instrument  manufacturers,  Grafton  Street, 
Dublin. 

In  the  High  Court,  Dublin,  on  March  26,  an  action  was 
heard  in  relation  to  an  alleged  partnership  in  the  purchase, 
importation,  sale  and  distribution  of  castor  oil,  macaroni  and 
olive  oil  in  which  the  plaintiff  was  Gerardo  Boni,  8  Lower 
O'Connell  Street,  and  the  defendant  Santi  Stafferi,  Summerhill, 
Dublin.  Mr.  James  P.  Murnane  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Gerald 
Byrne  &  Co.)  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  said  that  in  or  about 
June  1932  plaintiff  and  defendant  entered  into  agreement  for 
the  business  of  the  purchase,  importation,  sale  and  distribution 
of  olive  oil.  It  was  agreed  that  the  defendant  was  to  order 
and  arrange  for  the  importation  of  the  goods  from  Italy  and 
to  carry  out  the  sale  and  distribution,  and  the  plaintiff  was  to 
provide  the  money  necessary  to  pay  for  the  same  and  dis- 
charge the  bills  of  lading  and  other  liabilities  necessary  to 
obtain  delivery  into  the  country.  The  money  resulting  from 
the  sales  after  deducting  the  necessary  expenses  should  be 
equally  divided  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant.  Sub- 
sequently the  agreement  was  extended  to  cover  and  include 
castor  oil  and  macaroni.  After  an  adjournment  Mr.  Justice 
Johnson  gave  judgment  against  the  defendant,  by  consent,  for 
/230,  with  costs. 


Scottish  Notes 

Brevities 

Mr.  John  B.  MacDonald,  chemist  and  druggist,  Perth,  and 
Mr.  William  Watts,  chemist  and  druggist,  Crieff,  are  among 
the  new  justices  of  the  peace  for  Perthshire. 

Ballroom  floor  polish,  once  a  chemists'  standard  line,  is  now 
also  supplied  by  hallkeepers.  A  Scottish  chemist  was  recently 
rung  up  at  night  to  supply,  as  the  keeper  had  run  out  of  stock. 

The  turnover  in  the  drug  department  of  the  Northern  Co- 
operative Society,  Ltd.,  Aberdeen,  for  the  year  ending  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1935,  was  ,£35,802  and  the  net  profit  was  £5,332, 
an  increase  of  ^2,937  and  £857  respectively. 

Professor  L.  S.  P.  Davidson  (Aberdeen  University)  stated 
in  the  course  of  a  lecture  on  "  Hospital  Organisation  and 
Medical  Education  in  America  "  that  ^125,000,000  is  spent 
every  year  in  the  United  States  on  drugs  and  patent 
medicines. 

The  view  is  expressed  that  the  trend  of  public  health  services 
and  the  remuneration  offered  to  chemists  for  dispensing,  to- 
gether with  the  prospect  of  inclusion  of  the  dependants  of  in- 
sured persons,  make  imperative  the  retention,  legalised  if  neces- 
sary, of  counter  prescribing. 

The  death  is  announced  of  Sir  Edward  Sharpey-Schafer, 
F.R.S.,  Emeritus  Professor  of  Physiology  in  Edinburgh  Univer- 
sity, aged  eighty-five.  Sir  Edward  was  the  originator  of  the 
Sharpey-Schafer  method  for  the  resuscitation  of  those  appa- 
rently drowned,  and  was  well  known  for  his  work  on  hormones. 

"  Many  chemists,"  writes  a  correspondent,  "  find  it  very 
difficult  to  cut  down  the  number  of  wholesale  accounts :  senti- 
ment holds  a  strong  link  in  the  chain  of  business.  But  there  is 
no  gainsaying  the  fact  that  cutting  down  numbers  would 
materially  assist  in  saving  time  in  interviews,  and  would  save 
money  in  cheques,  postages,  stationery,  etc." 


Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


The  Election 

of  the  new  Executive  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  (C.  &■  D.,  March  30,  p.  390)  has  had  results  not  alto- 
gether unexpected  in  two  cases.  I  allude  to  the  Southern  and 
Metropolitan  divisions,  where  two  pharmaceutical  stalwarts 
have  not  been  successful  in  getting  back  to  the  seats  they 
have  occupied  for  many  years.  The  average  private  pharma- 
cist considers,  rightly  or  wrongly,  that  his  future  is  menaced 
by  the  multiple-shop  combines,  which  are  increasing  at  an 
alarming  rate.  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman,  speaking  at  Ealing 
(P-  379)  estimated  that  there  are  to-day  from  3,500  to  4,000 
shops  owned  by  companies,  a  figure  which  probably  represents 
at  least  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  shops  in  the 
country.  Such  combines  can  manufacture  and  buy  to  an  extent 
that  can  never  be  accomplished  by  the  single  pharmacist; 
they  are  well  organised  ;  their  staffs  are  efficient  ;  their  shops 
are  bright,  cheerful  places.  Yet  I  suggest  that  there  will  be 
a  place  in  the  economic  structure  of  society  for  the  private 
pharmacist  for  just  so  long  as  he  is  determined  to  give  a 
courteous  and  efficient  personal  service  to  the  community. 
To  do  this  he  must  have  the  assistance  and  backing  of  the 
N.P.U.;  its  aims  are  for  the  private  pharmacist  rather  than 
the  companies,  and  it  seems  the  logical  outcome  of  this  attitude 
that  on  its  Executive  should  be  only  those  who  practise  under 
their  own  names,  much  as  they  may  regret  the  departure  of 
men  who  have  served  them  well  in  the  past. 

A  Code  of  Ethics 

for  those  who  practise  pharmacy  could  well 
be  included  in  the  draft  Bill  which  is  receiving  a  good  deal 
of  attention  just  now  (p.  409).  Even  the  retail  members  of 
the  drapery,  furnishing  and  ironmongery  trades  are  getting 
together  to  form  a  Retail  Trading  Standards  Association 
(P-  378)  .'  pharmacists  cannot  long  lag  behind.  The  writer  of 
the  letter  on  the  code  of  ethics  quite  logically  puts  the  price 


question  in  the  forefront;  any  association  or  movement  which 
ignores  or  neglects  prices  can  never  be  an  ultimate  success, 
because  fair  and  just  prices  are  the  foundations  upon  which 
such  must  rest.  On  more  than  one  occasion  I  have  expressed 
the  view  that  if,  the  local  associations  devoted  themselves  to 
the  fixing  of  dispensing  prices  and  to  the  setting  up  of  simple 
machinery  for  the  effective  carrying  out  of  their  suggestions 
the  business  could  be  accomplished  in  twelve  months  ;  and  I 
believe  the  multiple  shops  would  not  be  an  obstacle  to  the 
success  of  such  a  scheme.  The  co-operation  of  the  reputable 
pharmaceutical  manufacturing  houses  would,  I  feel  sure,  be 
assured  in  any  scheme  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  pharma- 
cist ;  their  assistance  in  any  scheme  of  fixing  retail  prices  of 
drugs,  a  movement  which  is  long  overdue,  would  have  to  be 
obtained.  I  suggest  that  the  discussion  of  a  code  of  ethics 
for  the  pharmacist  would  be  a  good  subject  for  the  Conference 
at  Belfast  and  at  next  winter's  meetings  of  the  associations. 

My  Sympathies 

are  whole-heartedly  with  the  writer  of  the  letter 
on  "  The  Small  Retailer's  Breaking  Strain  "  (p.  410).  I  have 
been  a  small  retailer  myself,  and  can  bear  testimony  to  the 
fact  that  the  prospect  of  any  additional  fee  (no  matter  how 
small)  or  any  additional  charge  on  one's  income  is  regarded 
with  a  good  deal  of  anxiety.  I  hear  of  shops  in  the  depressed 
areas  where  returns  have  been  reduced  by  33!  per  cent.,  and 
in  some  cases  by  as  much  as  50  per  cent.,  but  the  overheads 
remain  as  high  as  ever.  It  would  be  illuminating  to  know 
the  value  of  the  average  sale  in  such  districts.  No  wonder  that 
the  owners  of  such  pharmacies  cast  envious  eyes  on  the  growing 
staff  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  a  staff  secure  in  the  knowledge 
that  the  income  of  the  Society  is  growing  so  rapidly.  The 
strength  of  a  chain  is  that  of  its  weakest  link.  Many  of  our 
pharmaceutical  brethren  at  the  present  time  must  have  almost 
given  way  under  the  effect  of  reduced  income  combined  with 
the  certainty  of  increased  fees. 
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Legal  Reports 

Chemist's  Successful  Action. — In  the  Chancery  Division 
of  the  High  Court,  London,  recently,  Mr.  Justice  Crossman 
heard  an  action  by  Mr.  Albert  E.  Farrow,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, proprietor  of  a  shop  in  High  Street,  Brompton,  Gilling- 
ham,  to  restrain  the  Gillingham  Corporation  from  trespassing 
on  certain  land  belonging  to  him  and  from  permitting  their 
tenants  and  others  to  trespass,  and  for  an  order  to  pull  down 
or  remove  the  buildings  and  structures  erected  by  the  defen- 
dants. The  defendants  set  up  various  defences.  Mr.  Christie, 
K.C.,  and  Mr.  Forbes  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr. 
Greenland  for  the  defendants.  After  a  hearing  extending  over 
three  days,  his  lordship,  giving  judgment  on  March  27,  said 
the  real  question  was  as  to  what  remedy  was  to  be  given  to 
the  plaintiff  in  respect  of  certain  encroachments  which  admit- 
tedly had  been  made  by  the  Corporation.  Nothing  short  of  an 
injunction  would  provide  the  plaintiff  with  a  sufficient  remedy. 
He  made  an  order  that  the  defendants  remove  from  the  plain- 
tiff's land  so  much  of  the  wall,  fence,  steps  and  staircase  as 
stood  on  or  over  the  plaintiff's  land.  The  injunction  would 
be  suspended  for  six  months,  and  the  defendants  would  have 
to  pay  the  costs  of  the  action.  He  hoped  that  the  parties 
might  make  some  arrangement  in  order  to  avoid  further 
expense.

Supply  of  Goods  to  Canteens 

A  report  was  received  regarding  a  conference  between  the 
P.A.T.A.,  W.D.T.A.  and  the  N.P.U.  on  the  question  of  con- 
trolling the  competition  from  canteens,  clubs,  etc.,  in  the  sale 
of  protected  proprietary  articles. 

Organisation 

In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Southport  Branch,  the 
Executive  decided  that  in  future  this  Branch  should  be  in- 
cluded in  North-Western  Division  3,  instead  of  the  North- 
western Division  2  area.  It  was  also  decided  to  adopt  the 
suggestion  made  by  the  West  Ham  Branch  for  the  reorganisa- 
tion of  the  Metropolitan  area,  and  in  future  the  London  County 
area  will  be  replaced  by  the  London  Postal  area.  This  will 
have  the  effect  of  including  in  the  Metropolitan  area  twenty- 
eight  members  from  suburban  Kent  and  Essex. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  chairman,  who  had  recently 
visited  the  Isle  of  Man.  A  Branch  had  been  formed  there. 
Mr.  Atkins  had  also  received  promises  of  membership  from  the 
non-members  on  the  Island,  and  he  was  of  the  opinion  that 
this  would  form  a  very  useful  addition  to  the  organisation. 

Clearing  House 

The  Executive  received  a  report  upon  the  March  clearance, 
which  had  been  effected  quite  satisfactorily.  Several  difficul- 
ties which  had  been  experienced  in  the  two  former  clearances 
had  been  overcome,  and  the  co-operation  of  the  members  in 
regard  to  the  matter  of  correct  scheduling  of  statements,  etc., 
had  helped  to  speed  up  the  clearance. 

C.D.A.  Matters 

The  secretary  reported  that  there  were  thirteen  cases  out- 
standing since  the  last  meeting.  Two  of  these  in  respect  of 
claims  for  damages  to  a  van  and  taxicab,  caused  by  cycling 
errand-boys,  had  been  settled  by  payment  of  £-z  5s.  and  £1  10s. 
respectively.  Eight  new  cases  had  arisen  during  the  month, 
and  settlements  had  been  effected  in  five  of  these  as  follows :  — 
(1)  Photographic  plates  spoiled  by  sodium  hyposulphite  sup- 
plied for  carbonate  of  soda ;  claim  settled  by  payment  of 
12s.  6d.  (2)  Damage  to  car  and  van  caused  by  cycling  errand- 
boys  (three  cases)  ;  claims  settled  by  payments  of  £5,  6s.  and 
7s.  6d.  respectively.  (3)  Injuries  caused  by  cycling  errand- 
boy  ;  claim  settled  by  payment  of  ^8. 

Annual  Meeting 

The  fourteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Union  was  held  at 
4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  March  26,  the  chair- 
man (Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins)  presiding. 

Annual  Report 
The  fourteenth  annual  report  included  the  following  pas- 
sages :  — 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  announce  once  again  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  membership  during  the  year  ;  418  new  members  have 
been  enrolled  and  there  has  been  a  net  increase  of  291.  The  pro- 
gress in  the  associate  membership  section  has  been  maintained. 
There  are  now  233  members  each  paying  a  subscription  of  10s.  6d.; 
of  this  sum  under  the  conditions  of  membership  5s.  per  member  is 
allocated  to  a  relief  fund.  This  now  stands  at  £87,  and  it  can  only 
become  a  really  substantial  sum  when  there  is  a  substantial  member- 
ship of  this  section.  One  new  branch  has  been  formed  during  the 
year,  making  a  total  of  129.  The  Executive  considers,  however, 
that  this  number  is  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  whole  of  the  country 
satisfactorily.  Negotiations  have  been  in  progress  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  regarding  unification  of  local  organisations  in  order 
to  prevent  duplication  and  overlapping.  These  arrangements  are 
still  under  discussion  and  it  is  not  possible,  therefore,  to  make  any 
definite  announcement.  There  has  been  a  satisfactory  increase  in  all 
the  business  services  this  year.  The  Industrial  Methylated  Spirits 
Formulary  has  been  revised  to  bring  it  up  to  date  with  the  latest 


regulations,  and  to  include  the  new  schedule  of  approved  prepara- 
tions necessitated  by  the  publication  of  a  new  B.P.  and  B.P.C. 
There  has  been  a  considerable  demand  for  the  nurses'  discount 
cards,  approximately  1,600  cards  having  been  sent  to  nurses  during 
the  year.  Several  Parliamentary  Bills  dealing  with  matters  affect- 
ing the  trade  have  received  the  attention  of  the  Executive  during 
the  year.  Other  subjects  which  have  been  discussed  by  the  Execu- 
tive include: — A  black  list  for  proprietors  of  articles  which  do  not 
yield  an  adequate  profit.  Proprietary  articles  for  sale  by  chemists 
only.  Uniformity  in  size  of  tablets  containing  the  same  medica- 
ments. Uniform  prices  for  prescriptions.  Supply  of  P.A.T.A.  articles 
to  doctors  at  wholesale  prices.  Definition  of  the  functions  of  a 
chemist.    Destamping  of  proprietaries. 

It  was  with  great  regret  the  Executive  felt  compelled  to  wind  up 
the  Pharmaceutical  Publicity  Association,  but  it  was  considered 
undesirable  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  as  the  original  plans  could 
not  be  carried  out.  The  Executive  was  of  opinion  that  any  modified 
plan  to  fit  the  smaller  income  available  would  not  be  effective  for 
its  purpose,  and  they  were  not  prepared  to  risk  the  members'  money 
on  a  doubtful  result. 

The  income  and  expenditure  account  shows  a  net  balance  of  £369 
carried  to  balance  sheet. 

The  Chairman,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
that  he  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  present  such  a  good  report  for 
the  year.  Mr.  Atkins  dealt  briefly  with  all  the  matters  included 
in  the  report,  and  referred  particularly  to  the  net  increase  in 
membership  and  the  clearing  house  scheme,  which  had  proved 
to  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  members.  After  paying  a 
tribute  to  the  work  of  the  secretary  and  staff,  he  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  report. 

This  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Stearn,  supported  by  Mr. 
Hearle,  and  carried  unanimously. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  John  Keall)  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
account  of  income  and  expenditure,  balance  sheet,  and  the 
auditor's  report. 

Mr.  Melhuish  seconded  the  motion  and  expressed  the  thanks 
of  the  Executive  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  care  with  which  he 
had  carried  out  his  work  since  his  appointment  to  that  office. 
This  was  carried  with  applause. 

The  Secretary  reported  the  result  of  the  election  of  the 
Executive  Committee  (C.  <&■  D.,  March  30,  p.  390).

Pitman  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Parker  Street,  London,  W.C.  [Since  the 
publication  of  the  first  edition  in  1930,  certain  lessons  in  this 
text-book  have  been  reworded  and  rearranged.  Changes  in 
nomenclature  introduced  into  the  new  British  Pharmacopoeia 
have  been  adopted.] 

Brimble,  L.  J.  F. — Everyday  Botany.  i\  in.  by  a,\  in. 
Pp.  viii  +  589.  7s.  6d.  Macmillan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  St.  Martin's 
Street,  London,  W.C. 2.  [In  his  preface  the  author  explains 
that  the  subject-matter  of  this  book  covers  the  syllabuses  of 
the  various  School  Certificate  and  Matriculation  examinations. 
The  treatment  is  elementary,  and  the  illustrations  are  mainly 
of  a  popular  type.    Exercises  and  an  index  are  added.] 

Armstrong,  E.  F.,  and  Armstrong,  K.  F. — The  Carbo- 
hydrates. 5th  edition.  9^  in.  by  6  in.  Pp.  252.  15s.  Long- 
mans, Green  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  39  Paternoster  Row,  London,  E.C.4. 
[The  first  edition  appeared,  in  a  volume  with  other  matter,  in 
1910.  Before  completing  their  present  version  the  authors 
have  "  waited  until  some  degree  of  certainty  has  been  reached 
in  controversial  matters  of  structure."  A  full  bibliography  is 
appended  to  each  chapter.] 

Chilson,  F. — Modern  Cosmetics.  9%  in.  by  6£  in.  Pp.  399. 
$6.  The  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Industry,  101  West  31st  Street, 
New  York.  [In  the  foreword,  the  author,  who  is  the  technical 
editor  of  "The  Drug  and  Cosmetic  Industry,"  states  that  the 
purpose  of  the  book  is  to  provide  a  practical  manual  on  the 
composition  and  manufacture  of  cosmetic  products.  In  this  he 
has  been  successful,  as  the  information  contained  in  the 
forty-six  sections  into  which  the  work  is  divided  should  prove 
of  considerable  value  to  manufacturers.  In  addition  to  the 
numerous  formulas  included  in  each  chapter  devoted  to  a  group 
of  preparations — face  powders,  creams,  tooth-pastes,  depila- 
tories, sun  preparations,  shampoos,  etc. — such  subjects  as  the 
equipment  of  a  cosmetic  factory  and  packaging  are  also  dealt 
with,  and  the  information,  as  well  as  the  illustrations  contained 
in  these  sections,  provides  many  useful  suggestions.] 
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Pharmacy  League 

r  I  lHE  first  of  a  short  series  of  addresses  on  the  subject  of 
' '  How  I  would  Improve  Pharmacy  ' '  was  given  by 
JL  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  at  a  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy 
League  in  the  lecture  theatre  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.i,  on  April  2.  The  meeting,  presided  over  by 
Mr.  J.  T.  Hope-Evans,  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  held 
by  the  Pharmacy  League. 

Mr.  Hope-Evans  pointed  out  that  the  Pharmacy  League  had 
been  in  existence  just  over  a  year  and,  as  was  usual  with  all 
organisations,  a  great  deal  of  that  period  had  been  spent  in 
drawing  up  a  suitable  policy  and  formulating  rules.  Member- 
ship of  the  League,  he  said,  was  confined  to  pharmacists  in 
the  first  twenty-one  years  of  their  accepted  qualification.  So 
long  as  that  stipulation  was  fulfilled,  it  did  not  matter  to  what 
particular  branch  of  pharmacy  the  members  belonged.  "The 
League  has  been  formed  because  we  believe  that  among  many 
of  the  younger  men  in  pharmacy  are  to  be  found  its  future 
leaders,"  Mr.  Hope-Evans  declared.  "On  their  shoulders  will 
fall  the  burdens  of  the  future  and  we  must  see  that  they  are 
prepared  for  them."  Mentioning  the  questionnaire  sent  to  can- 
didates seeking  election  to  the  Council  last  year,  the  speaker 
said  the  League  had  already  had  some  effect,  and  would  have 
a  great  deal  more  as  it  grew  in  strength  and  power.  It  stood 
for  pharmacy  for  all  sections  of  pharmacists,  and  not  pharmacy 
just  for  the  benefit  of  the  individual.  Asked  if  the  stipulation 
of  twenty-one  years  was  absolutely  rigid,  the  chairman  said 
this  was  so  because  the  League  especially  sought  to  be  an 
organisation  for  the  younger  men.  Some  of  them,  through  lack 
of  experience,  did  not  care  to  express  their  opinions  at  the 
meetings  of  their  local  organisations,  but  they  would  be  able 
to  come  to  meetings  of  the  League  and  know  they  were  among 
friends.  Introducing  Mr.  McNeal,  the  chairman  said  the 
speaker  was  at  liberty  to  say  just  what  he  liked.  The  League 
was  a  body  entirely  unfettered  by  officialdom  and  therefore  was 
able  to  give  its  speakers  considerably  more  ' '  rope ' '  than 
otherwise  would  be  possible. 

Mr.  McNeal's  Address 

Declaring  that  the  title  of  his  address  implied  that  in  his 
opinion  there  was  considerable  room  for  improvement  in  phar- 
macy at  the  present  time,  Mr.  McNeal  said  he  intended  to 
divide  his  address  into  three  sections — Organisation,  Adminis- 
tration and  Legislation.  He  said  that  while  they  had  in  phar- 
macy to-day  an  association  which  acted  for  proprietors  of 
pharmacies,  where  they  were  able  to  discuss  matters  about 
trade,  and  while  there  was  the  Society,  which  discussed  scienti- 
fic matters,  there  had  been  no  organisation  which  dealt  with  the 
problems  affecting  the  assistants  and  managers.  That  was 
where  the  Pharmacy  League  came  in,  by  acting  both  from 
the  point  of  view  of  trade  and  also  from  the  scientific  aspect. 
Also,  under  the  present  system,  each  association  acted  inde- 
pendently of  the  other.  Therefore,  individually,  there  was  no 
association  with  sufficient  force  behind  it  to  influence  opinion 
on  any  policy  put  before  the  Society. 

To  meet  this  situation,  Mr.  McNeal  advocated  that  the  local 
associations  should  be  linked  up  on  the  lines  of  territorial  repre- 
sentation. Under  such  a  system  the  country  would  be  divided 
into  a  number  of  areas.  Area  committees  could  be  formed,  and 
the  associations  themselves  could  set  up  a  main  government 
body  which  would  exercise  a  powerful  influence  on  matters  of 
policy  affecting  the  whole  country.  Each  area  would  be 
allotted  three  seats  on  the  Council  of  the  Society,  one  seat  in 
each  area  becoming  vacant  annually,  retaining  the  annual 
election  for  seven  members  of  the  Council  as  provided  in  the 
Charter.  ' '  Unity  is  a  principle  that  has  been  preached  in  phar- 
macy longer  than  I  can  remember,"  continued  Mr.  McNeal. 
"  By  linking  up  associations  throughout  the  country,  matters 
of  policy  could  be  fully  discussed  and  eventually  you  would 
have  one  policy  acceptable  to  all." 

Criticising  the  present  administration,  the  speaker  pointed 
out  that  the  committee  meetings  were  held  the  day  previous 
to  a  Council  meeting.  In  his  opinion  matters  concerning  the 
whole  country  could  not  possibly  receive  proper  attention  in 
a  few  hours.  He  understood  that  this  course  was  adopted  in 
order  to  meet  the  convenience  of  councillors  whose  time  was 
not  fully  at  the  disposal  of  the  Society.  The  duties  of  the 
councillors  as  regards  the  Society  had  to  be  "fitted  in"  with

the  rest  of  their  work.  "  I  don't  think  that  is  the  way  to  carry 
on  a  Society  with  such  important  functions,"  said  the  speaker. 

Passing  on  to  consider  legislation,  Mr.  McNeal  referred  to 
the  provisions  of  his  draft  Bill  (examined  by  the  committee 
of  the  Harrow  and  District  Branch  of  the  Society  and  recom- 
mended to  the  members  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Branch 
on  February  7).  If  this  Bill  became  law  it  meant  that  a 
doctor  must  either  dispense  medicines  himself  or  else  employ  a 
properly  qualified  person  to  do  so.  The  new  Bill  would  also 
prevent  the  sale  of  pharmaceutical  articles,  apart  from  certain 
household  drugs  which  would  be  specially  listed,  by  persons 
not  properly  qualified.  If  proprietary  rights  were  claimed 
for  any  article  it  could  be  sold  by  anyone,  but  otherwise  it 
could  only  be  sold  by  pharmacists.  Because  so  many  articles 
would  have  to  be  stamped  under  this  new  rule,  the  Govern- 
ment would  undoubtedly  be  sympathetic  towards  it.  As  far 
as  a  bcdy  corporate  was  concerned,  it  would  be  able  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  a  pharmacy  provided  that  it  did  not  also 
carry  on  any  other  business  than  pharmacy  or  some  business 
ancillary  to  pharmacy.  It  was  also  suggested  that  the  Council 
of  the  Society  should  admit  to  the  Register  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists  any  person  who,  besides  being  of  good  personal 
character,  was  for  seven  years  immediately  preceding  the 
commencement  of  the  Act  a  proprietor  of  a  business  engaged 
as  his  principal  means  of  livelihood  in  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy, and  had  attained  the  age  of  twenty-eight  years  before 
the  commencement  of  the  Act.  He  would  also  have  to  satisfy 
the  Council  as  to  his  fitness  by  passing  a  modified  examina- 
tion in  pharmacy.  Mr.  McNeal  concluded  with  the  hope  that 
soon  a  new  page  would  be  written  in  pharmaceutical  history. 

Asked  how  department  stores  with  a  section  for  pharmacy 
would  fare  under  the  proposed  regulations,  Mr.  McNeal 
replied  that  if  they  came  under  the  new  jurisdiction  they 
would,  of  course,  be  affected.  In  reply  to  a  member  who 
asked  if,  in  the  event  of  Mr.  McNeal's  organisation  plans 
being  put  into  operation,  the  present  local  organisations 
would  be  scrapped,  the  speaker  said  the  object  was  not  to  do 
away  with  the  associations  but  to  link  them  together  so  that 
their  opinions  on  matters  of  policy  might  have  more  force. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker  was  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  R. 
Edgecombe,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  H.  G.  Tibbett.

Insurance  Dispensing 
Containers 

There  is  no  provision  now  in  the  National  Health  Insurance 
scheme  for  payments  to  be  made  by  an  insurance  committee 
for  the  bottles  used  by  a  chemist  in  dispensing  medicines  for 
insured  persons.  The  original  arrangement  made  with  chemists 
provided  for  a  payment  to  be  made  for  poison  bottles,  but  that 
was  deleted  from  the  contract  many  years  ago.  The  present 
arrangement  for  the  provision  of  containers  required  in  dis- 
pensing insurance  prescriptions  is  not  very  satisfactory  from 
the  chemists'  point  of  view.  When  a  bottle  is  required  for  a 
liquid  medicament  and  the  patient  does  not  supply  one,  the 
chemist  must  provide  a  suitable  one  and  the  patient  must  pay 
a  deposit  on  it.  This  deposit  rate  varies  according  to  the 
size  of  the  bottle  supplied.  The  amount  deposited  must  be 
repaid  to  the  insured  person  by  the  chemist  when  the  bottle  is 
returned  in  a  clean  condition — an  arrangement  that  is  not  very 
satisfactory  from  the  standpoint  of  public  hygiene,  and  one  that 
does  not  commend  itself  to  some  of  the  county  councils  in 
making  provision  for  the  dispensing  of  Public  Assistance  pre- 
scriptions. The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  would  earn  the 
gratitude  of  all  insurance  chemists  if  it  could  bring  to  an  end 
the  present  arrangement  with  regard  to  containers  and  make  the 
transaction  between  chemist  and  patient  a  sale  outright. 
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The  Beauty  Spots  of  Northern  Ireland 

A  lantern  lecture  of  special  interest  to  intending  visitors  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
meeting,  June  1935,  by  Mr.  Fred  Storey,  Chairman  of  the  Local  Committee. 


A  S  a  preliminary  to  what  delegates  to  the  Belfast  Con- 
/\  ference  might  expect  with  regard  to  the  beauties  of 
^  \.  their  surroundings  in  Northern  Ireland,  Mr.  Fred 
Storey  (president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  and  the  chairman  of  the  Local  Committee  of  the  Confer- 
ence), with  the  aid  of  a  number  of  lantern  slides,  delivered  a 
lecture  on  "  The  Scenic  Beauties  of  Ulster  "  in  the  lecture 
theatre  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  on 
April  3.  There  was  a  large  attendance,  Dr.  Crossley-Holland, 
who  occupied  the  chair,  being  supported  by  the  president  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  J.  Keall),  Dr.  C.  H.  Hamp- 
shire, and  Messrs.  T.  Edward  Lescher,  Corfield  and  Boyes. 
Among  the  audience  were  a  large  number  of  those  who  regu- 
larly attend  the  Conference  meetings,  including  past- 
chairmen  (Mr.  Herbert  Skinner  and  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett).  The 
Irish  contingent  included  Mrs.  Storey  and  Mr.  Kirkpatrick. 

Introducing  the  lecturer,  Dr.  Crossley-Holland  said  this 
was  not  a  scientific  or  formal  meeting,  but  they  assembled  to 
listen  to  an  address  which  he  was  sure  would  be  exceedingly 
interesting.  It  would  be  a  bold  chairman  who  tried  to  intro- 
duce Mr.  Storey,  as  he  was  well  known  to  all  of  them  as  a 
pharmacist,  as  a  member  of  the  Cancer  Research  Committee 
of  Northern  Ireland,  and  one  of  the  members  of  the  council 
for  the  development  of  Ulster  as  a  touring  centre. 

Scenic  Beauties  of  Ulster 

Commencing  his  lecture,  Mr.  Storey  said  he  would  run 
through  a  number  of  slides  and  he  would  give  details  of 
the  beauty  spots  of  the  Six  Counties.  To  illustrate  the  whole 
of  the  North  of  Ireland  Mr.  Storey  showed  a  detailed  map  of 
Ulster.  He  mentioned  there  were  five  or  six  sea  routes  into 
Belfast.  "  There  are  no  duties,  no  customs  and  no  trouble 
whatever,"  he  added.  "  You  simply  go  there  as  if  you  were 
going  from  London  to  any  other  part  of  Great  Britain."  Mr. 
Storey  dwelt  on  the  splendour  of  the  City  Hall  in  Belfast, 
where  they  hoped  to  have  a  reception  on  the  Monday  night. 
The  building  cost  about  half  a  million  pounds  and  stood  in 
its  own  grounds.  There  was  a  Garden  of  Remembrance  very 
prettily  arranged.  In  the  Banqueting  Hall  there  was  a  carpet 
weighing  about  five  tons.  The  quay  was  about  five  minutes 
from  all  the  hotels  and  their  headquarters.  The  steamers 
which  made  the  crossings  were  wonderful  little  liners.  The 
principal  buildings  in  the  city  such  as  the  Queen's  University 
and  St.  Anne's  Cathedral  were  described  by  Mr.  Storey. 
There  would  be  a  reception  at  the  University,  which  was  one 
of  the  best  equipped  institutions  in  Ireland.  A  view  was  shown 
of  Parliament  House  for  Northern  Ireland.  This  palatial  struc- 
ture, presented  by  the  British  people,  was  opened  by  the  Prince 
of  Wales  in  1932.  A  wonderful  vista  of  Irish  countryside  was 
illustrated  in  a  view  of  Belfast  Castle  and  Cave  Hill.  The 
castle  was  the  seat  of  Lord  Shaftesbury,  and  the  natural  forma- 
tion of  the  cliffs  was  presumed  to  be  Napoleon  when  lying  on 
his  death  bed.  An  interesting  sight  of  the  bleaching  of  linen  in 
the  fields  was  shown  next. 

Mr.  Storey  then  dealt  with  the  history  of  the  various  parts  of 
the  Six  Counties.  Carrickfergus  Castle  is  one  of  the  most 
notable  relics  of  the  Norman  period.  With  his  whimsical 
comments  on  personal  experiences  at  some  of  the  beauty 
spots  Mr.  Storey  kept  the  assembly  in  roars  of  laughter. 
Beautiful  views  of  Whitehead,  the  seaside  resort  of  Antrim, 
and  the  Glenarn  coast  road,  which  he  said  was  one  of  the 
finest  coast  roads  in  the  world,  afforded  the  gathering  a 
typical  view  of  an  Irish  coastal  resort  and  the  countryside. 
Garron  Tower  on  the  coast  road,  once  the  home  of  the  London- 
derry family,  contains  much  of  interest  to  visitors. 

Londonderry 

Mr.  Storey's  inimitable  style  of  describing  his  country  of 
origin  spoke  volumes  of  his  association  with  the  development 
of  Ulster  as  a  touring  centre.  He  took  the  assembly  right 
out  of  the  heart  of  London  to  the  ancient  city  of  Londonderry, 


and  to  the  inexplicable  whims  of  nature  at  the  Giant's  Cause- 
way. Arrangements  were  being  made  for  the  members 
of  the  conference  to  visit  this  latter  spot.  For  the  informa- 
tion of  the  ladies,  Mr.  Storey  said  there  was  a  wishing  well 
at  Giant's  Causeway  where  the  ladies  drank  some  water  and 
wished,  and  the  wishes  all  came  true !  The  air  round  Port- 
rush  was  exceptionally  bracing,  and  at  this  spot  there  was  a 
championship  golf  course.  Somewhat  to  the  relief  of  the 
gathering  Mr.  btorey  informed  them  that  the  Irish  jaunting 
car  was  gradually  becoming  obsolete. 

Loch  Erne,  he  said,  could  be  completely  circled,  although 
part  of  the  road  went  through  the  Free  State.  Both  Loch 
Erne  and  the  Lower  Loch  Erne  were  studded  with  islands 
and  presented  a  marvellous  sight. 

The  old-fashioned  town  of  Enniskillen,  which  had  its 
barracks,  was  an  island,  and  very  few  people  ever  realised 
this  fact.  By  the  Upper  Loch  Erne  there  was  Crom  Castle, 
in  the  grounds  of  which  was  supposed  to  be  the  oldest  yew 
tree  in  the  world.  The  grandeur  of  the  Irish  scenery  was 
further  illustrated  by  views  of  Dundrum,  in  co.  Down,  and 
the  speaker  then  arrived  at  Downpatrick,  where  St.  Patrick, 
Patron  Saint  of  Ireland,  is  buried.  Mr.  Storey  said  the  tomb- 
stone had  been  partly  chipped  away  by  American  souvenir 
hunters.  There  was  always  a  doubt  whether  he  was  actually 
buried  under  the  stone  or  in  the  cathedral,  but  it  was  generally 
thought  the  stone  covered  his  resting  place.  Bangor,  co. 
Down,  used  to  be  a  famous  seat  of  learning,  and  King  Alfred 
was  supposed  to  have  sent  over  there  at  one  time  for 
teachers.    It  was  usually  termed  the  Rothsay  of  Ireland. 

Having  arrived  back  at  Belfast  after  an  educational  and 
instructive  tour  of  Northern  Ireland,  Mr.  Storey  said  he  could 
assure  them  that  th^y  would  all  receive  a  hearty  welcome. 
The  lantern  slides  he  had  shown  were  only  a  little  of  the 
scenery.  They  had  mountains,  countryside,  sea,  cliffs,  and 
everything  pleasing  to  the  eye. 

Vote  of  Thanks 

Proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker,  Mr.  Keall 
(president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  said  it  was  a 
pleasure  to  do  so  and  he  felt  they  would  agree  with 
him  that  not  only  had  Mr.  Storey  illustrated  the  beauties  by 
his  words,  but  he  had  certainly  shown  them  a  most  interesting 
set  of  photographs,  and  in  addition  to  that  he  had  incor- 
porated in  his  lecture  a  most  delightful  exhibition  of  Irish 
humour.  Mr.  Keall  said  he  could  speak  from  personal  experi- 
ence when  he  said  the  approach  of  the  boat  into  Belfast 
Harbour  was  a  wonderful  sight,  and  it  was  no  wonder  Ire- 
land was  called  the  "  Green  Isle."  It  was  worth  the  early 
rising  on  the  boat  to  get  on  deck  to  see  the  approach.  He 
hoped  that  not  only  would  they  show  their  appreciation  of 
Mr.  Storey  in  the  usual  way,  but  by  going  to  Belfast  and 
seeing  for  themselves  what  Mr.  Storey  had  been  telling  them. 

Dr.  Hampshire,  seconding  the  vote,  said  the  lecturer  had 
shown  them  the  beauties  of  Ulster  where  they  were  to  go  next 
June  at  the  kind  invitation  of  the  Northern  Ireland  Society. 

Support  was  given  by  Mr.  T.  Edward  Lescher  (treasurer  of 
the  Conference),  who  described  Mr.  Storey  as  an  excellent 
propagandist. 

Replying,  Mr.  Storey  confessed  that  this  was  the  first 
lantern  lecture  he  had  ever  given  in  his  life,  and  he  hoped 
they  did  not  think  it  was  "  a  cheek  "  for  him  to  practise  on 
them. 


British  Industries  Fair. — -The  final  attendance  figures  for 
the  British  Industries  Fair,  1935,  show  that  27,273  more 
people  visited  the  Fair  than  last  year.  The  figures  are  188,156, 
compared  with  160,883  in  1934.  The  number  of  home  buyers 
was  135,320,  an  increase  of  20,981  ;  of  overseas  buyers  11,713, 
a  decrease  of  295  ;  and  of  the  general  public  41,123,  an  in- 
crease of  6,587.  The  engineering  and  hardware  section  of  the 
Fair  opens  at  Castle  Bromwich  on  May  20. 
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Belfast  Codex  Discussion 

iN  address  was  given  in  the  Whitla  Medical  Institute, 
f\  Belfast,  on  March  28,  by  Dr.  J.  G.  Tait,  Ph.C,  assistant 
XjL  resident  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Scot- 
land, on  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1934.  The  meeting 
was  held  under  the  joint  auspices  of  the  Belfast  Division  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland,  and  attracted  a  large  gathering  of  medical 
men  and  pharmacists  ;  thirty  pharmaceutical  students  from 
the  Belfast  Municipal  College  of  Technology  also  attended. 
Mr.  Fred  Storey  (president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland)  occupied  a  seat  on  the  platform,  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Council  present  were  Professor  James 
Small,  Messrs.  R.  I.  Edwards,  W.  C.  Tate,  H.  F.  Moore, 
Charles  Abernethy,  Dr.  S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  with  Mr.  D.  L. 
Kirkpatrick  (secretary) . 

Dr.  S.  J.  Killen,  who  presided,  said  they  were  honoured 
by  having  Dr.  Tait  with  them,  and  on  behalf  of  the  two  pro- 
fessions of  medicine  and  pharmacy  he  extended  a  hearty 
welcome  to  him. 

Dr.  Tait's  Address 

Dr.  Tait  said  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  both  branches 
of  the  healing  art  at  a  joint  meeting,  which  showed  the  very 
fine  relations  that  existed  between  the  branches.  Before 
leaving  Scotland  he  was  assured  that  Irish  hospitality  was 
warm,  but  he  had  almost  found  it  overwhelming.  He  had 
greetings  to  bring  them  from  Mr.  Linstead,  secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  ;  from  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill,  the  Scottish 
resident  secretary  ;  and  from  Dr.  R.  W.  Greig,  of  the  Scottish 
Medical  Society.  He  felt  it  an  honour  to  be  asked  to  address 
so  many  members  of  the  medical  profession  and  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession.  Referring  to  the  Codex,  Dr.  Tait  said  it 
had  been  received  with  a  chorus  of  praise,  and  he  might  also 
say  flattery.  The  Codex  had  been  produced  by  a  fine  piece  of 
team-work.  The  Revision  Committee  and  the  various  sub- 
committees had  done  admirable  work,  and  in  that  work  Pro- 
fessor Small,  of  Queen's  University,  had  taken  a  very  pro- 
minent part.  Dr.  Tait  dealt  with  the  four  divisions  of  the 
Codex — General  Drugs,  Surgical  Dressings,  Formularies  and 
Appendices. 

Discussion 

In  the  ensuing  discussion  Dr.  Acheson  said  the  monographs 
were  most  excellent  and  were  very  exact.  The  section  on 
sterilisation  was  a  masterpiece,  and  the  examinations  for  lead, 
arsenic  and  the  different  articles  were  most  complete.  Any 
articles  contained  in  the  Codex  would  be  passed  by  Dr.  Boyd, 
of  the  N.H.I. ,  whom  he  was  glad  to  see  present. 

Mr.  John  McGregor,  Ph.C.,  referred  to  fractions  in  making 
up  prescriptions,  instancing  some  of  the  difficulties  that  arose. 

Professor  Small  said  that  if  chemists  did  as  they  ought 
and  used  the  metric  system  they  would  not  have  such  difficul- 
ties. If  pharmacy  was  ever  to  become  a  real  science  it  had  got 
to  adopt  the  metric  system.  Professor  Small  illustrated  this 
from  the  dosing  of  a  seedling  which  he  had  carried  out.  He 
expressed  the  opinion  that  Dr.  Tait  had  not  stressed  sufficiently 
that  the  Codex  was  the  supplement  to  the  B.P.,  which  showed 
how  really  necessary  it  was.  In  the  Codex  there  were  a  few 
things  which  showed  that  botany  was  of  some  use.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Honeyman,  M.P.S.,  defended  the  Imperial  system  for 
chemists  against  the  metric  system. 

Mr.  Storey  said  that  criticism  of  the  Codex  had  been  most 
favourable.  It  had  been  said  that  it  was  exceptionally  useful 
to  wholesalers,  but  it  was  also  useful  to  retailers.  They 
appreciated  the  time  and  trouble  taken  in  the  preparation  of 
the  Codex,  and  were  proud  that  one  of  their  Council  in 
Northern  Ireland  had  been  selected  to  assist  in  its  compilation. 

Dr.  Boyd  Campbell  spoke  of  prescribing  in  relation  to  the 
medical  student. 

Dr.  F.  M.  B.  Allen  said  that  teaching  of  prescription-writing 
to  the  medical  student  was  most  difficult.  Pharmacists  should 
remember  the  competition  they  weTe  up  against  in  the  doctor's 
morning  postbag,  which  brought  him  so  many  communications 
regarding  proprietary  preparations. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Tait  was  moved  by  Dr.  Acheson, 
who  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  meeting. 


Mr.  Storey,  in  seconding,  said  that  was  the  first  time  they 
had  had  a  joint  meeting  of  the  medical  profession  and  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  was  a  splendid  thing  to  bring  the 
two  bodies  together.  Pharmacists  appreciated  the  compliment 
paid  to  their  Society  by  the  Ulster  Medical  Society  in  inviting 
its  representatives  to  their  dinner.  He  hoped  they  would  have 
further  joint  meetings,  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  would 
be  glad  to  see  the  members  of  the  medical  profession  at  some 
function  in  their  headquarters  in  University  Street.  The  vote 
of  thanks  was  passed  by  acclamation. 

Dr.  Tait,  in  reply,  said  he  did  not  think  the  metric  system 
would  ever  appeal  to  Irish  people  any  more  than  it  did  to 
Scottish  people. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Edwards,  seconded  by  Mr.  Tate,  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  the  chairman. 

The  company  was  afterwards  entertained  to  tea  by  Dr. 
Killen. 


Schimmel's  Report  on 
B.P.  Oils 

THE  English  Edition  of  Schimmel's  Report,  1933,  recently 
issued,  contains  an  interesting  criticism  of  the  essen- 
tial oils  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,   1932.  The 
following  are  extracts :  ■ — ■ 

Cajuput  oil. — Cineol  content  is  both  above  and  below  the 
B.P.  limits.    Higher  values  especially  in  rectified  oils. 

Cinnamon  oil. — Description  with  all  its  defects  has  been 
copied  from  1914  B.P.  (See  criticism  of  B.P.  1914,  Report, 
October  1915,  46.)  By  proper  distillation  one  obtains  Ceylon 
cinnamon  oils  of  the  following  properties:  dI5,  1.023  to  1.040  ; 
ad  laevo,  to  —  i°,  exceptionally  higher;  w-j  at  20°,  1.581  to 
1. 591  ;  soluble  in  2  to  3  vols,  of  70  per  cent,  alcohol  ;  aldehyde, 
65  to  76  per  cent.  The  requirements  of  the  B.P.  do  not  agree 
with  these. 

Clove  oil. — No  mention  is  made  of  the  rotation  which  is  to 
ba  left,  reaching  — 1°  35'. 

Juniper  oil  empyreumatic  {Oleum  cadinum).  —  Specific 
gravity  of  15 0  lies  between  0.96  and  1.06. 

Methyl  salicylas. — Pharmacopoeia  general  method  of  ester 
assay  prescribes  heating  for  one  hour  on  water  bath.  This  does 
not  always  suffice  for  complete  saponification  of  methyl  sali- 
cylate. In  doubtful  cases  heating  should  continue  for  i£  to 
2  hours. 

Nutmeg  oil. — The  lower  limit  of  optical  rotation  would  be 
more  appropriate  at  +8C.  As  nutmeg  oil  evaporates  relatively 
slowly  heat  should  be  applied  a  long  time,  otherwise  too  high 
results  are  obtained  with  good  oils. 

Peppermint  oil. — A  maximum  ester  content  of  9  per  cent, 
cannot  always  be  guaranteed.  Not  only  English  but  also  other 
peppermint  oils  (American,  French,  Italian  and  Russian) 
exhibit  appreciably  more  ester.  A  Pharmacopoeia  must  take 
cognisance  of  such  facts. 

Rosemary  oil. — The  lower  limit  of  0.895  f°r  specific  gravity 
as  set  out  in  the  previous  edition  is  more  in  accord  with  the 
facts.  Solution  in  80  per  cent,  alcohol  is  not  always  clear. 
The  ester  value  falls  as  low  as  1.0.  The  borneol  content  is 
often  lower  than  9  per  cent.  Moreover,  it  is  not  precisely 
comprehensible  why  the  free  borneol  is  considered  instead  of 
total  borneol. 

Sandalwood  oil.  East  Indian. — The  limit  of  —  21 0  for  optical 
rotation,  as  given  in  the  previous  edition,  is  correct.  The 
esters  fall  as  low  as  1.4  per  cent.  The  new  requirements  as  to 
specifying  free  santalol  is  not  understandable,  because  the 
universal  requirement  is  for  a  90  per  cent,  minimum  of  total 
santalol. 

Wormseed  oil,  American. — Specific  gravities  up  to  0.990  have 
been  observed.  The  optical  rotation  may  reach  —  90.  The 
refractive  index  may  reach  1.484.  The  solution  in  70  percent, 
alcohol  is  not  always  clear.  In  regard  to  the  ascaridol  value, 
the  requirement  is  somewhat  too  rigid,  since  an  ascaridol 
content  of  about  60  per  cent,  is  ordinarily  expected.  More- 
over, it  is  based  on  a  method  of  assay  not  sufficiently  tested  to 
set  aside  all  questions  as  to  its  reliability.  It  is  also  somewhat 
inconsistent  in  that  at  the  same  time  lighter  oils,  and  therefore 
oils  pooler  in  ascaridol,  are  admitted  ;  with  a  specific  gravity 
of  0.960  the  ascaridol  content  never  amounts  to  65  per  cent.

Interlude 

If  there  is  a  moral  to  be  read  in  the  result  of  last  week's 
election  of  Council  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
(C.  (S-  D.,  March  30,  p.  390)  we  should  like  to  think  that  it  is 
this  :  that  the  same  individual  should  not  be  a  member  of 
the  professional  body,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  as  well 
as  the  commercial  organisation  which  is  described  as  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  When  we  bear  in  mind 
the  financial  statement  which  appears  on  another  page  we, 
of  course,  are  bound  to  conclude  that  a  knowledge  of 
how  to  conduct  trade  is  not  without  value  at  Bloomsbury 
Square.  We  should  also  like  to  think  that  chemists,  as  a 
class,  have  begun  to  realise  that  the  vote  placed  in  their 
hands  is  indeed  a  powerful  instrument  for  impressing  upon 
councils,  whether  professional  or  trade,  the  point  of  view 
of  individual  pharmacists.  This  election  should  give 
encouragement  to  those  voters  who  fear  that  it  is  impossible 
to  make  changes.  We  do  not  suggest  that  change  is  desir- 
able for  its  own  sake,  but  we  should  like  to  reiterate  the 
comment  made  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Young  (who,  we  understand, 
will  offer  himself  as  a  candidate  at  the  forthcoming  election 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  at  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  North  London  Pharmaceutical  Association 
(p.  414),  that  "  regulated  transfusion  of  new  blood  from 
time  to  time  is  not  only  advisable  but  very  desirable."  We 
are  not  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  both  Mr.  Keall  and  Mr. 
Rowsell  have  served  the  professional  and  business  sides  of 
pharmacy  with  credit  for  many  years,  but  there  can  be  no 
gainsaying  the  fact  that  considerable  difficulty  must  be 
entailed  in  coming  to  decisions  on  the  occasions  when 
diametrically  opposed  interests  are  involved.  The  saying 
that  no  man  can  serve  two  masters  is  a  very  old  one,  yet  it 
is  as  true  to-day  as  when  first  formulated. 

Pharmaceutical  Society's  Financial  Statement 

The  annual  balance  sheet  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
appears  elsewhere  in  tins  issue.  In  round  figures,  the  general 
fund  income  shows  a  total  of  £95,422,  against  £67,390  in  the 
preceding  year.  The  outstanding  figure  is  the  allocation  of 
£18,000  to  the  building  fund,  arising  mostly  from  the  book- 
selling activities  of  the  Council.  It  might  be  considered  by 
members  of  the  Society  advantageous  if  surpluses  arising 
from  whatever  source  in  administration  by  statutory 
authorities  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  should  be 
used  for  the  alleviation  of  permanent  charges.  The  Codex 
shows  an  abnormal  profit  due  to  the  sale  of  the  new  issue, 
the  net  sum  being  £10,540  (which  is  not  likely  to  recur 
very  often) ;  but  if  this  is  subtracted  a  nice  surplus  is 
still  left,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  members  of  the 
Society  are  justified  in  looking  for  a  reduction  of  their 
annual  charges.     There  is  now  no  justification  for  fixing 


an  unchangeable  figure.  Apart  from  this  issue,  let  us 
consider  briefly  the  various  enterprises  of  the  Society 
to  find  out  what  is  the  income  and  expenditure.  The 
College  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  shows,  apart  from 
capital  expenditure,  that  £7,416  was  expended  against 
£7,088  in  1933,  while  the  income  was  £3,106 — a  heavy 
price  indeed  to  pay  for  competition  with  rate-aided  schools. 
The  Pharmacological  Laboratories  show  £6,341  current 
expenditure  against  £5,816  in  1933,  and  the  income 
amounted  to  £3,335  (a  slight  increase),  while  the  grant 
from  the  University  of  London  for  the  combined  School 
and  Laboratories  amounted  to  £650,  slightly  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  So  much  for  the  cost  of  pharmacological 
research.  Examination  accounts  varied  very  little,  the 
amount  being  for  England  and  Wales  £7,808  and  for 
Scotland  £2,376,  while  fees  alone  amounted  to  £27,571, 
being  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year.  Under  the 
term  "  Education  "  the  expenditure  is  extremely  small — 
almost  pitifully  so. 

Scanty  Information 

The  Publications  Department,  which  is  almost  entirely 
commercial,  yields  very  little  information  apart  from  the 
books  section.  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal,"  a  com- 
mercial undertaking,  shows  a  difference  in  expenditure  of 
£7,044  against  £7,796  for  the  previous  year.  The  postage 
is  much  higher  owing  to  the  compulsory  circulation,  though 
the  average,  owing  to  what  we  may  term  the  conscripted 
members,  must  be  lower.  An  addition  to  the  bookselling 
department  is  seen  in  "  The  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  the 
expenditure  for  this  being  £1,951  and  the  income  £2,650. 
Members  of  the  Society  are  entitled  to  ponder  over  such 
items  in  relation  to  their  retention  fees.  The  sources  of 
income  apart  from  trading  activities  amounted  to  £65,525, 
against  £56,392  in  the  previous  year.  We  note  with 
interest  that  a  comparison  of  the  accounts  for  1933  as 
then  published  with  the  same  accounts  as  now  issued 
shows,  incidentally,  that  the  Society's  Finance  Committee 
or  its  officials  are  developing  a  curious  habit  of  rearranging 
some  of  the  items  under  various  headings  after  they  have 
been  audited  and  published — for  example,  the  entry 
"  Course  for  Diploma  in  Biochemical  Analysis,  £790  6s.  8d." 
has  disappeared  from  the  expenditure  for  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  during  the  interval  of  twelve  months. 

Administration  Costing  More 

One  further  point  arises  from  this  annual  return.  Head 
Office  expenses  amounted  to  £17,856  against  £16,354  *n 
1933 ;  and  from  what  we  have  learned  from  Council 
meetings  since  January,  this  item  will  be  materially  higher 
in  1935.  A  comparison  of  ten  years  would  be  valuable 
in  showing  how  expenditure  has  steadily  mounted  up. 
The  law  costs  were  £3,228  against  £3,234  in  1933,  which 
should  serve  as  a  guidance  in  fixing  the  premises  fee;  it 
seems  now  that  under  no  circumstances  can  any  sum 
higher  than  10s.  be  justified.  Administrative  cost  of  the 
North  British  Branch  was  £2,525  against  £2,545  tne  previous 
year,  a  decrease  in  expenditure  which  raises  a  doubt  in 
the  minds  of  members  of  the  Society  that  attention  at 
headquarters  is  probably  not  so  keen  as  to  what  is  reason- 
able expenditure.  New  candidates  are  coming  forward  in 
connection  with  the  Council  election ;  and  we  believe  that 
their  views  on  the  important  question  of  the  Society's 
finances  will  be  one  of  the  crucial  issues  for  which  their 
policies  will  be  scrutinised. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 

Council  Meeting 


A  fighting  speech  by  the  treasurer,  vindicating  the  policy  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  and  adding  a  vigorous 
assurance  that  the  finances  are  in  an  exceptionally  favourable 
condition,  was  the  feature  of  the  April  meeting  of  the  Council 
held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  April  3. 
Mr.  Hines  was  absent. 

The  Treasurer's  Speech 

Mr.  Neathercoat  said  that  the  accounts  were  set  out  very 
fully  in  the  financial  statement,  and  he  did  not  think  it  was 
necessary  for  him  to  say  a  great  deal  in  that  respect,  because 
any  member  of  the  Council,  or  any  other  person  who  was 
interested,  would  be  able  to  get  a  complete  grasp  of  the 
Society's  finances  by  a  careful  perusal  of  the  report.  The 
income  of  the  Society  amounted  to  £95,422,  an  increase  on 
the  corresponding  figure  of  last  year  of  £28,032.  On  the 
expenditure  side  the  total  was  £94,588,  which  included  an 
item  of  expenditure,  representing  £18,000,  transferred  to  the 
building  reserve  fund.  The  figure  of  £94,588  represented  an 
increase  in  expenditure  over  the  corresponding  period  of  the 
previous  year  of  £27,956.  The  result  was  that  they  were  able 
to  carry  over  a  surplus  balance  to  the  accumulated  funds  of 
the  Society  of  £833,  after  making  the  allocation  of  £18,000. 
The  surplus  had  been  achieved  very  largely  from  three 
sources — the  increase  in  membership,  the  improved  position 
in  the  Publications  Department,  and  economies  in  various 
directions.  When  he  used  the  expression  "  the  improved 
position  in  the  Publications  Department,"  he  referred  to  an 
item  which  represented  the  income  from  the  Codex  which 
happened  to  fall  in  this  year.  The  expenditure  side  of  the 
Codex  had  fallen.  The  expenditure  side  of  the  accounts  had 
increased  as  a  result  of  the  increased  membership,  and  it  had 
been  further  increased  by  extensions  and  developments  in 
the  Publications  Department,  although  the  expenditure  in 
that  connection  was  not  in  the  same  proportion  compared 
with  the  increase  in  the  revenue  from  the  same  department. 
A  further  item  making  up  the  rather  large  increased  figure  of 
expenditure  was  the  one  he  had  just  mentioned,  the  provision 
made  for  the  building  fund.  This  sum  of  £18,000  accounted 
very  largely  for  the  increased  expenditure. 

The  revenue  item  this  year  was  interesting  from  an  historical 
point  of  view.  In  the  five  years  known  as  the  war  years  the 
total  income  of  the  Society  did  not  amount  to  the  figure  which 
it  reached  in  1934,  the  respective  figures  being  £88,410  and 
£95,422.  With  regard  to  the  Benevolent  Fund,  the  claims 
upon  it  during  the  year  amounted  to  over  £500  more  than  in 
the  preceding  year.  The  income  from  subscriptions  to  the 
Benevolent  Fund  current  account  was  approximately  £500 
less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year. 
The  revenue  account  closed  with  an  adverse  balance  of  £468. 
With  regard  to  investments  on  the  general  funds,  these  were 
all  stated  in  the  balance  sheet  at  cost,  but  they  had  taken 
the  course  of  putting  in  the  market  value  of  the  shares  and 
stocks  held  by  the  Society.  Stocks  and  shares  referred  to 
had  a  present-day  market  value  showing  an  increase  over  cost 
of  somewhere  over  £15,000,  or  roughly  17  per  cent,  of  the 
investments.  Turning  to  the  question  of  the  Brunswick 
Square  estate,  at  present  it  was  no  more  than  an  investment 
of  the  Society.  As  such  it  showed  a  return  of  nearly  4  per 
cent.,  and  its  potentialities  had  a  large  further  income-earning 
capacity.  The  rebuilding  scheme,  which  they  discussed  some- 
times as  a  new  building,  was  for  the  improvement  of  the 
investment  which  the  Society  had  already  made.  Whether 
the  whole  of  the  site  should  be  occupied  by  the  Society  in 
place  of  the  lapsing  leases,  or  whether  part  should  be  retained 
for  that  purpose,  was  a  matter  for  future  consideration,  and 
he  understood  that  the  Committee  responsible  would  be  asking 
the  architect  to  make  a  report.  When  that  was  done  it  would 
be  time  for  the  Council  to  decide  on  their  policy.  With  regard 
to  the  cost  of  the  building,  the  freehold  site  was  paid  for. 
There  was  about  £15,000  in  the  general  funds  which  would  be 
available  for  building  if  necessary,  and  they  had  in  the  building 


fund  reserve  a  further  £56,400.  In  liquid  assets  or  cash  not 
only  had  they  a  site,  which  was  fully  paid  for,  but  also  £72,000 
available  for  building  purposes.  That  was  altogether  apart 
from  taking  into  account  any  surrender  value  of  their  lease- 
hold redemption  policies,  and  again  they  had  got  at  least  two 
or  even  three  years  more  before  it  would  be  necessary  for 
them  to  erect  the  new  building.  In  that  time  the  sum  which 
he  had  mentioned  would  be  substantially  increased  by  what 
he  hoped  would  be  the  annual  savings  and  interest  received 
on  this  fairly  substantial  sum  of  money.  On  the  present  state 
of  the  income  and  expenditure  of  the  Society  any  outside  loan 
necessary  to  complete  these  works  should  be  quite  well  within 
the  Society's  means,  and  providing  economies  were  continued 
in  the  next  few  years  the  whole  scheme,  in  his  judgment, 
could  be  done  without  any  further  burdens  being  placed  on 
members  of  the  Society.  The  accumulated  fund  stood  at 
£94,380,  and  when  there  was  added  on  the  reserve  for  the 
building  fund  it  would  be  seen  that  under  the  control  of  the 
Council  there  was  a  sum  of  nearly  £150,000.  A  comparison 
he  would  like  to  make  was  with  the  war  years  ;  during  the 
five  years  the  Society  only  drew  from  accumulated  funds  to 
the  extent  of  £5,000,  and  since  then  no  drawings  had  been 
taken  from  that  source. 

He  would  like  to  assure  the  president,  members  of  the 
Council,  and  the  whole  of  the  members  of  the  Society  that 
their  organisation  was  in  a  very  sound  position  financially, 
and  anything  of  an  alarmist  nature  could  leave  those  who 
knew  the  position  of  affairs  entirely  unmoved.  The  statement 
had  been  made  that  the  Society  was  now  one  of  statutory 
membership,  and  therefore  that  its  affairs  must  be  adminis- 
tered differently  from  the  time  when  it  was  on  a  purely 
voluntary  basis.  Statements  like  that  were  misleading  by 
inference.  The  Society  must  and  would  carry  out  its  new 
statutory  duties  imposed  on  it  by  Act  of  Parliament,  but  at 
the  same  time  it  would  continue  to  carry  out  the  activities  it 
had  done  for  so  many  years  as  a  voluntary  body.  The 
Council  had  balanced  their  budget.  They  had  substantially 
increased  their  building  fund  reserve  and  carried  over  a  small 
balance  to  their  accumulated  funds,  and  they  had  done  all  this 
without  any  falling  away  of  the  efficiency  with  which  the 
Society  had  carried  out  not  only  its  duty  to  its  members  but 
its  statutory  duties  as  well.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Rowsell  congratulated  Mr.  Neathercoat  on  his  speech, 
and  said  it  should  go  far  to  relieve  any  anxiety  felt  in  the 
country  about  the  Society's  finances. 

Mr.  Melhuish  thanked  the  treasurer  for  the  clear  state- 
ment he  had  made.  He  thought  Mr.  Neathercoat' s  statement 
would  clear  the  minds  of  the  people  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Dick  said  he  wished  to  express  his  admiration  of  the 
statement  they  had  had  from  the  treasurer  at  a  time  when 
such  a  statement  should  be  made.  He  thought  they  could 
not  only  congratulate  the  treasurer  but  the  Council  on 
having  secured  such  a  capable  treasurer. 

Mr.  Neathercoat,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  financial 
statement,  thanked  his  colleagues  for  their  tributes.  He 
hoped  that  they  would  do  all  they  could  to  see  that  money 
was  allocated  to  the  building  fund  reserve. 

Tuesday's  Proceedings 

Among  the  business  transacted  by  the  Council  at  its  meet- 
ing on  April  2  were  the  following  items:  — 

The  Council  of  the  Birmingham  Pharmaceutical  Association 
forwarded  the  following  resolution: — "That  this  council 
unanimously  views  with  displeasure  the  policy  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  Council  in  regard  to  the  handling  of  the 
new  examination  Regulations,  inasmuch  as  the  branches  have 
had  no  opportunity  of  discussing  the  proposed  alterations." 
The  secretary  was  instructed  to  reply  pointing  out  that  the 
Regulations  had  been  exhaustively  discussed  with  a  number 
of  bodies  during  the  last  four  years,  and  that  there  had  in 
fact  been  a  discussion  of  them  at  one  of  the  delegates'  meet- 
ings at  the  Leeds  Conference.  The  requirements  of  the  Regu- 
lations relating  to  apprenticeship  in  particular  had  been  cir- 
culated to  the  branches,  from  many  of  which  comments  had 
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been  received,  as  a  result  of  which  alterations  had  been  made 
in  the  original  draft. 

The  secretary  was  instructed  to  take  steps  to  ensure  that 
in  the  event  of  the  Registration  and  Regulation  of  Osteopaths 
Bill  becoming  law  a  provision  should  be  inserted  safeguarding 
the  privileges  of  pharmacists,  and  securing  that  registration 
under  that  Bill  should  not  permit  any  person  to  keep  an  open 
shop  for  the  sale  of  drugs  or  for  the  compounding  or  dis- 
pensing of  medicines. 

Death 

The  President  made  sympathetic  reference  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  W.  F.  Young,  Liskeard. 

Elections  and  Restorations 
Twenty-one  persons  were  elected  student-associates.  The 
Council  decided  that  nineteen  persons  whose  names  had  been 
removed  from  the  Register,  but  who  had  subsequently  paid 
the  retention  fee,  together  with  the  prescribed  penalty,  be 
restored  to  the  Register.  The  Registrar  reported  that  eighty- 
four  persons  had  been  registered  as  apprentices  or  students. 

Nominations  for  Council 

The  secretary  reported  that  seventeen  members  of  the  Society- 
had  been  nominated  as  candidates  at  the  forthcoming  Council 
Election. 

The  following  twelve  members  have  accepted  nomination :  — 
Barrs,  Percy ;  Irvine,  Jean  Kennedy ;  Laws,  John  Joseph ; 
Lloyd,  Henry  Morgan ;  McNeal,  James  Fallows ;  Melhuish, 
Andrew  Ralph  ;  Noble,  Charles  Alfred  ;  Parry,  Lewis  Moreton  ; 
Rowsell,  Philip  Foale ;  Simmons,  Edward  Harry ;  Wells, 
Frederick  George  ;  Young,  James  Clements.

Skinner,  Henrietta  Emma  ;  Taylor,  Archibald  Leonard  ;  Wallis, 
Hugh  William. 

Auditors  Nominated 

The  existing  auditors  have  been  nominated  and  have  ex- 
pressed their  willingness  to  accept  office. 

Loyal  Address 

The  text  of  an  address  to  his  Majesty  the  King  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  his  accession  was 
circulated  to  members  of  the  Council. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  showed  that 
they  had  considered  seven  applications,  and  made  grants  rang- 
ing from  £io  to  £26. 

The  following  recommendation  of  the  Organisation  Com- 
mittee, remitted  from  the  Council,  was  considered  by  the 
Committee: — "That  the  attention  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee  be  drawn  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Committee  on 
the  occasion  of  Queen  Victoria's  Jubilee."  The  secretary  re- 
ported that  in  1887  the  Committee  recommended  that  a  gift 
of  £5  be  made  to  each  of  the  annuitants  to  commemorate  the 
Jubilee  of  Queen  Victoria.  After  a  discussion  it  was  decided 
that  a  Savings  Bank  book  containing  £5  be  presented  to  each 
of  the  orphans  of  pharmacists  at  present  in  the  London  Orphan 
School,  Watford,  and  the  Royal  Infant  Orphanage,  Wanstead. 

Special  contributions  were  acknowledged,  including  one  of 
£100  from  the  West  Ham  and  Eastern  District  Association 
(including  £20  raised  by  Walthamstow  members). 

Mr.  Antcliffe  said  the  donation  from  West  Ham  was  very 
much  appreciated. 

The  President  said  their  example  should  have  the  effect  of 
making  other  areas  take  an  interest  in  it. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 

The  report  of  this  Committee  showed  that  two  applications 
had  been  considered,  one  grant  of  £26  having  been  made,  and 
another  of  £52  was  now  recommended.  The  report  was 
adopted. 

Establishment  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Establishment  Committee  recommended 
that  members  of  the  staff  be  permitted  to  apply  to  the  Govern- 
ment Grants  Committee  for  grants  towards  the  expenses  of 
research. 


Organisation  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  showed  that  several  requests 
had  been  received  from  members  for  the  loan  of  a  block  of  the 
Society's  coat  of  arms  for  printing  stationery.  The  Committee 
considered  that  members  generally  should  be  reminded  that  the 
coat  of  arms  was  granted  solely  for  use  by  the  Society  as  a 
corporate  body,  principally  to  serve  as  a  device  for  the 
Society's  seal,  and  should  not  be  used  by  individual  members 
of  the  Society.  The  Committee  would  also  point  out  that  a 
user  of  the  coat  of  arms  was  liable  to  pay  armorial  bearings 
duty. 

The  Committee  had  carefully  considered  the  Report  of  the 
conference  of  representatives  of  the  Society  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  report  containing  certain  proposals  for 
co-operation  between  the  branches  of  the  Society  and  the  Union 
with  a  view  to  preventing  overlapping  and  wastage  of  effort. 
The  information  the  Committee  had  showed  that  the  opinion 
in  the  country  on  the  proposals  was  divided,  and  the  Com- 
mittee would  prefer  to  wait  until  there  was  evidence  of  a  more 
clearly  defined  attitude  before  they  made  a  recommendation. 

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

The  Organisation  Committee  recommended  that  in  view  of 
the  number  of  resolutions  submitted  and  the  indications  that 
there  will  not  be  a  sufficient  attendance  of  branch  secretaries 
to  justify  devoting  a  full  session  of  the  Conference  to  the 
meeting  of  branch  secretaries,  that  "meeting  be  held  at  some 
other  time  during  the  Conference  and  the  session  originally 
intended  for  it  be  devoted  to  a  second  meeting  of  delegates. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Education  Committee 

The  report  of  the  meeting  on  April  2  was  presented  by  Mr. 
E.  Saville  Peck,  and  included  a  memorandum  upon  a  report 
of  the  Privy  Council  visitor  to  the  Examinations  of  the  Society 
held  in  Edinburgh  during  1934,  which  had  been  remitted  to 
the  Committee  by  the  Council  at  their  February  meeting.  The 
memorandum  showed  that  there  was  no  appreciable  difference 
between  the  results  of  the  examinations  conducted  in  London 
and  in  Edinburgh  ;  that  when  the  new  preliminary  standard 
and  a  full  nine  months'  course  of  instruction  for  the  Pre- 
liminary Scientific  examination  became  effective  the  educa- 
tional standard  of  candidates  for  the  Preliminary  Scientific 
examination  should  be  improved,  with  the  result  that  the  per- 
centage of  passes  in  this  examination  should  be  higher ;  and 
that  the  proportion  of  candidates  who  pass  in  pharmacy  in  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  examination  should  be  in- 
creased when  the  provision  for  rules  to  be  observed  during 
apprenticeship  has  had  an  opportunity  of  showing  results. 

Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  showed  that  the  receipts  since  the 
last  meeting,  including  a  balance  of  £10  os.  nd.,  amounted  to 
£r7>379  4s-  5<3.,  comprising  the  following  items: — Retention 
fees,  £8,572  14s.  6d.;  subscriptions,  £58  16s.;  Pharmacological 
Laboratories,  £376  11s.  6d.;  registration  fees,  £180  12s.;  restora- 
tion fees,  £12  12s.;  examination  fees,  £4,457  5s.;  penalties  and 
expenses,  £65  18s.;  rentals,  £6  13s  gd.;  "Pharmaceutical 
Journal,"  £1,562  4s.  3d.;  Pharmaceutical  Press,  £2,043  17s.  5d.; 
biochemical  course  fee,  £5  5s.;  insurance  rebate,  £3  4s.;  F.S.S.U. 
contributions,  £19  15s.;  sundries,  £3  15s.  id.  Payments  ordered 
at  the  last  meeting  amounted  to  £7,678  7s.  7d.,  and  £9,700  had 
been  transferred  to  deposit  account,  leaving  a  balance  of 
16s.  iod.  The  balances  on  the  other  accounts  were:- — Benevo- 
lent Fund  (current  account),  £32  3s.  id.;  Benevolent  Fund 
(donation  account),  £12  os.  nd.;  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent 
Fund,  £3  8s.  3d.;  Hills  Orphan  Fund,  £6  16s.  gd.;  Orphan 
Fund,  £6  17s.  8d.  Accounts  amounting  to  £8,727  17s.  nd.  were 
passed  for  payment,  and  the  action  of  the  secretary  in  making 
payments  amounting  to  £1,575  15s.  3d.  was  approved.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

Law  Committee 

The  report  of  the  Law  Committee,  presented  by  Mr.  Hardy, 
stated  that  in  England  and  Wales,  since  the  last  report,  1,107 
shops  have  been  visited  ;  of  these,  74g  were  chemists'  shops. 
In  all  the  chemists'  shops  certificates  were  exhibited.  At  fifteen 
of  the  remaining  358  shops  visited  certain  infringements  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  were  reported.  In  Scotland,  since  the  last 
report,  thirty  chemists'  shops  have  been  visited,  in  all  of 
which  certificates  were  exhibited.

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A  Triple  Bill  in  Edinburgh 


THE  fifth  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  winter 
session  in  Edinburgh  was  held  at  36  York  Place  on 
March  22,  Mr.  David  Harley  (chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive) presiding.  The  Chairman  said  he  had  pleasure  in  intro- 
ducing Mr.  Bowen  of  Gordon's  Colleges,  Aberdeen.  He  called 
upon  Mr.  Bowen  to  address  the  meeting  on  "  Some  New 
Problems  in  the  Storage  of  Drugs"  (C.  &■  D.,  March  30, 
p.  402). 

Discussion 

Mr.  Beattie  said  the  question  of  storage  was  of  great 
importance. 

Mr.  Perrins  said  he  was  interested  in  the  reference  to 
mercurochrome.  He  imagined  the  reference  was  to  keeping  of 
mercurochrome  in  air  and  not  to  any  change  taking  place  in 
solution.  In  connection  with  sterilisation,  there  was  a  refer- 
ence to  the  darkening  of  the  alkaloidal  solution.  His  experi- 
ence was  that  when  the  alkaloid  was  quite  pure  no  darkening 
took  place.  In  the  case  of  glucose,  gum  acacia,  etc.,  if,  in  the 
process  of  sterilisation,  there  was  overheating,  there  might  be 
darkening.  With  regard  to  Easton's  syrup,  a  chemist  had 
mentioned  that  it  had  become  dark.  On  turning  out  a  Win- 
chester quart  which  had  been  prepared  in  August  last,  it  was 
found  to  be  quite  water-white,  and  it  would  seem  that  the 
chemist  must  have  been  using  phosphoric  acid  which  was  not 
of  the  full  B.P.  strength.  Recently  they  had  a  case  in  which 
ammonium  benzoate  was  prescribed.  The  B.P.C.  gave  the 
solubility  in  water  as  1  in  6,  but  the  sample  was  very  much 
less  soluble. 

Mr.  Murray  said  he  would  like  to  ask  if,  in  the  making  of 
emulsions,  they  had  tried  the  new  acid  soaps. 

Mr.  Hill  said  he  had  been  impressed  with  the  thought  of 
the  high  qualification  essential  on  the  part  of  the  pharmacist 
who  had  to  handle  these  modern  preparations.  Another  matter 
was  the  extensive  marketing  of  vitamin  preparations  with  all 
kinds  of  recommendations.  There  seemed  a  necessity  for  some 
control  and  standardisation. 

Mr.  Bowen,  replying,  said  his  reference  to  mercurochrome 
was  to  its  keeping  in  air.  With  regard  to  Easton's  syrup,  about 
nine  years  ago  in  a  wholesale  laboratory  he  had  had  returned 
a  Winchester  of  Easton's  syrup  with  a  compiaint  that  they  had 
sent  two  Winchesters  in  place  of  one.  It  was  discovered  that 
this  returned  Winchester  of  Easton's  syrup  had  been  sent  out 
to  this  purchaser  in  1901.  It  had  therefore  been  in  stock  for 
something  like  twenty-four  years  and  had  remained  perfectly 
water-white.  With  regard  to  the  use  of  acid  soaps  in  the 
making  of  emulsions  an  interesting  point  arose.  Vitamin  A  in 
cod-liver  oil  was  very  apt  to  be  destroyed  by  alkali,  but  if  the 
acid  soap  were  used  it  might  form  an  emulsion  in  which  the 
vitamin  A  would  not  be  destroyed. 

The  Chairman  said  he  would  call  upon  Mr.  Hill  to  read  Mr.

Laboratory  Notes 

By  D.  B.  Dott,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.,  F.R.S.E. 
[Abstract] 

Aloin. — The  author  referred  to  Mr.  G.  R.  Page's  paper,  read 
at  the  1934  Conference,  on  specimens  of  aloin  which  failed  to 
pass  the  B.P.  test  (15.5°),  but  passed  perfectly  when  the  test 
was  applied  at  25°.  Mr.  Dott  confirmed  this  and  suggested 
that  the  case  for  altering  the  test  made  out  by  Mr.  Page  is 
a  fairly  strong  one.    The  matter  is  being  further  investigated. 

Atropine. — The  author  described  a  series  of  experiments  on 
the  effect  of  ammonia  on  atropine  sulphate.  He  showed  that  a 
solution  of  atropine  sulphate  treated  with  ammonia  and  ex- 
tracted at  varying  periods  gradually  showed  a  decline  of 
alkaloidal  content.  The  B.P.  should  give  warning  of  the  risk 
of  saponification  under  belladonna,  hyoscyamus  and  stra- 
monium. There  is  an  error  which  occurs  more  than  once  in  the 
B.P.,  "  render  alkaline  to  litmus  and  extract  with  chloroform." 
When  an  alkaloidal  salt  is  only  partly  decomposed  by  the 
alkali  the  solution  reacts  alkaline  to  litmus.  Whether  the  salt 
is  extracted  by  the  chloroform  or  not,  the  estimation  by  titra- 
tion will  be  wrong.  The  alkali  must  be  added  in  quantity 
sufficient  to  decompose  the  whole  of  the  salt,  which  means 
practically  a  slight  excess. 

Barbitone. — The  objection  had  been  raised  that  there  is  a 
lack  of  definition  in  the  B.P.  test  for  neutral  substances  soluble 


in  ether.  He  gave  the  following  as  suitable  proportions  easily 
applied:  1  gm.  of  the  sample  in  a  100-c.c.  flask,  dissolved 
with  3  c.c.  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide,  shaken  for  ten 
minutes  with  20  c.c.  ether  by  briskly  rotating  the  flask.  Allow 
to  settle  clear  for  about  fifteen  minutes,  decant  as  completely  as 
possible  into  a  small  dry  beaker,  from  which  transfer  to  a  tared 
evaporating  basin.  Repeat  this  operation  with  15  c.c.  ether, 
shaking  for  five  minutes,  and  again  with  10  c.c.  for  three 
minutes.  Evaporate  all  the  ether  to  complete  dryness  and 
weigh  the  residue.  It  should  not  exceed  0.001  gm.  Four 
samples  labelled  as  under  tested  in  this  way  gave: — (1)  Pheno- 
barbiton.  =  0.0007  gm-;  (2)  Phenobarbiton.  solub.  =  0.0007 
gm.;  (3)  Barbiton.  solub.  =  0.0007  gm-;  (4)  Barbitonum  = 
0.0006  gm. 

Salicin. — The  author  pointed  out  that  when  an  aqueous 
solution  of  salicin  is  heated  with  hydrochloric  acid  the  salicin  • 
is  converted  into  saliretin  and  glucose.  This  reaction,  if  the 
saliretin  is  sufficiently  insoluble,  may  be  used  as  a  standard 
of  estimating  salicin.  No  other  substance  must  be  present  to 
yield  insoluble  matter  under  the  same  conditions.  The  follow- 
ing is  his  process:  It  is  well  to  use  a  good  excess  of  acid,  to 
heat  to  near  boiling,  stirring  meanwhile,  and  keeping  hot  for 
several  minutes  after  the  first  formation  of  resin-like  clots. 
Some  more  water  is  added  and  the  mixture  allowed  to  cool. 
If  the  product  is  simply  washed  a  few  times  with  cold  water, 
and  dried  in  the  water-bath,  it  darkens  in  colour,  evolving 
HC1,  and  the  weight  is  in  excess"  of  theory.  This  presumably 
arises  from  glucose  which  has  become  occluded  in  the  saliretin. 
When,  however,  the  small  lumps  of  resinoid  mixture  are 
powdered,  washed  on  to  a  tared  calico  filter  and  then  washed 
till  free  from  acid  and  glucose,  dried  at  105°,  the  yield  agrees 
very  well  with  the  equation  230  saliretin  =  572  salicin. 

Stramonium. — It  has  been  suggested  that  the  standard  for 
alkaloid  in  stramonium  leaves  (0.25  per  cent.)  is  too  high.  Mr. 
Dott  gave  a  result  of  experiments  on  samples  obtained  from 
different  sources.  The  alkaloidal  content  of  four  samples  of 
whole  leaf  ranged  from  0.25  to  0.26;  of  powdered  leaf  0.21 
to  0.27.  He  suggests  there  is  no  strong  case  for  a  reduction  in 
the  standard. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Hunter  said  he  would  have  liked  to  Ijave  asked  Mr. 
Dott  how  he  proposed  to  overcome  the  emulsification  of  the 
chloroform  in  the  assay  process  for  atropine. 

Mr.  Knott  said  in  the  assay  process  for  atropine  there  was 
not,  in  practice,  with  careful  manipulation,  the  same  trouble 
about  emulsification  as  they  found  mentioned  in  theory. 

Mr.  Hill  said  emulsification  of  chloroform  could  be  lessened 
by  saturating  the  solution  with  salt.  With  regard  to  the  B.P. 
limit  of  time,  it  would  be  noticed  that  in  his  second  experi- 
ment Mr.  Dott  had  a  period  of  3  J  hours,  and  the  result  showed 
a  distinct  loss  of  alkaloid.  In  regard  to  aloin,  it  was 
known  that  it  varied  in  chemical  constitution  and  also  in 
physical  and  chemical  characters  in  regard  to  the  species  of 
aloe  from  which  it  was  obtained. 

The  Chairman  said  he  had  pleasure  in  calling  on  Mr.  Boa  to

Note  on  Mercury  Pill,  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932 

By  Peter  Boa,  Ph.C. 
[Abstract] 

Mr.  Boa  pointed  out  that  of  the  six  pharmacopoeias  with  which 
he  had  worked  during  his  career  as  a  pharmacist  the  formula 
in  five  had  been  the  same,  mercury,  confection  of  roses  and 
powdered  liquorice.  This  formula  endured  for  sixty-eight 
years.  In  the  new  B.P.,  however,  in  place  of  the  confection 
of  roses  was  a  quantity  of  mixed  liquids  which  in  his  view 
seemed  to  be  more  than  adequate  for  the  purpose.  Pills  made 
from  the  mass  were  very  soft,  and  after  standing  for  an  hour 
or  two  they  could  be  squashed  flat.  After  standing  a  week 
they  exhibited  drops  of  water  on  the  surface  and  stuck  to- 
gether if  not  dusted  with  powder.  After  further  experiments 
he  found  a  small  percentage  of  tragacanth  made  a  very  satis- 
factory mass.  He  therefore  suggested  an  improvement  in  the 
official  formula  as  follows : —Mercury,  33  gm.;  syrup,  12  gm.; 
liquid  glucose,  12  gm.;  glycerin,  1  gm.;  liquorice,  40  gm.; 
tragacanth,  2  gm. 
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Modern  Views  on  Familiar  Ailments 

III.  Whooping-Cough 


WHOOPING-COUGH  (pertussis)  may  be  defined  as  an 
acute  specific  fever,  highly  infectious,  which  attacks 
the  respiratory  passages ;  and  further  differentiated 
from  similar  infections  by  the  occurrence,  in  its  later  stages, 
of  the  characteristic  "whoop."  This  may  be  said  to  be  due 
to  a  spasmodic  closing  of  the  throat  during  intake  of  breath, 
allowing  air  to  enter  the  lung  by  a  more  constricted  opening 
than  that  normally  present.  While  it  is,  as  a  rule,  a  disease 
of  childhood,  adults  are  not  immune,  unless  they  themselves 
have  suffered  from  the  disease ;  one  attack  protects  the  patient 
for  life.  Second  attacks  are  exceedingly  rare,  and  should  a 
supposed  second  attack  develop  it  generally  casts  a  doubt  as 
to  the  correct  diagnosis  of  the  first  attack. 

Whooping-cough  is  due  to  infection  by  a  definite  micro- 
organism known  as  the  bacillus  of  Bordet  or  Genou,  more 
usually  called  the  Bacillus  pertussis.  This  organism  can  be 
isolated  (and  grown  and  identified)  from  every  genuine  case  of 
whooping-cough  after  the  fourth  day  of  the  disease.  It  is, 
however,  a  difficult  organism  to  culture  and  requires  special 
substances  containing  blood  (media)  to  encourage  it  to  thrive. 

Three  Stages 

It  is  customary  to  divide  this  condition  into  three  stages- — ■ 
the  catarrhal,  the  paroxysmal  and  the  convalescent — each  of 
which  is  well  marked  in  any  particular  case,  though  emphasis 
may  be  present  in  any  one  stage.  Here  it  may  be  pointed  out 
that  the  diagnosis  of  whooping-cough  has  been  likened  to  the 
diagnosis  of  pregnancy  inasmuch  as  both  present  some  diffi- 
culty in  the  early  stages  and  that  both  are  easy  when  the 
conditions  are  well  advanced.  The  catarrhal  stage  resembles 
a  common  cold  but  of  a  more  severe  type — a  cold  lasting  longer 
than  normally  and  causing  the  patient  more  distress.  This 
stage  lasts  up  to  about  fourteen  days,  and  is  the  least  dan- 
gerous so  far  as  the  patient  is  concerned  but  the  most 
dangerous  to  the  community.  It  is  seldom  that  the  patient  is 
recognised  to  be  suffering  from  a  highly-infectious  condition, 
and  therefore  no  attempt  at  isolation  is  made. 

Sooner  or  later  the  characteristic  ' '  whoop ' '  makes  its 
appearance  and  this  ushers  in  the  second  stage — the 
paroxysmal — and  now,  at  last,  the  diagnosis  is  easy.  This 
stage  may  last  from  weeks  to  months,  and  is  definitely  the 
dangerous  period,  for  whooping-cough  still  has  a  high  death- 
rate  among  children.  Let  us  try  to  draw  a  pen-picture  of  a 
fully  developed  case  of  whooping-cough.  The  child  has  been 
out  of  sorts  with  a  ' '  cold  ' '  for  almost  a  fortnight,  and  then 
the  "  whoop  "  appears.  While  playing  the  patient  suddenly 
appears  to  want  to  cough  and  attempts  to  .seek  assistance, 
running  to  the  mother,  and  then  making  several  short  sharp 
coughs,  accompanied  by  much  effort.  These  coughs  empty  the 
chest  of  air  and  the  child  appears  to  be  unable  to  refill  the 
lungs.  The  face  grows  livid,  tears  fill  the  eyes,  perspiration 
breaks  out  upon  the  face  and  the  child  looks  as  if  suffocation 
was  not  far  off.  Then  there  occurs  the  long,  drawn  out,  crow- 
ing inspiration,  filling  the  chest  again.  This  picture  is  often 
repeated,  and  in  a  case  of  moderate  severity  there  may  be 
anything  from  fifteen  to  forty  such  attacks  daily.  Several  of 
these  paroxysmal  attacks  may  occur  in  a  very  short  space  of 
time,  leaving  the  child  thoroughly  exhausted.  All  this  cough- 
ing, however,  succeeds  in  expelling  only  very  little  mucus,  and 
frequently  the  child  is  quite  unable  to  empty  this  from  the 
mouth,  the  mother  having  to  remove  it  with  the  fingers. 
Frequently  the  coughing  is  so  severe  that  it  causes  the  patient 
to  vomit,  and  patients  in  this  stage  often  lose  weight  and  may 
become  emaciated.  In  addition  to  the  lividity,  tears  and 
perspiration,  other  signs  may  make  their  appearance.  The 
nose  may  bleed,  small  haemorrhages  may  occur  into  the  whites 
of  the  eyes,  under  the  tongue  or  even  from  the  ears.  The 
frequent  coughing  may  cause  a  characteristic  swelling  of  the 
soft  tissues  under  the  eyes. 

Gradually  the  attacks  become  less  frequent,  the  "  whoop  " 
becomes  less  severe  and  the  child  less  and  less  upset  by  their 
occurrence.  Finally,  the  "  whoop  "  disappears,  thus  bringing 
us  to  the  third  and  final  stage — the  convalescent.  Little  need 
be  said  of  this  stage  in  particular,  as  the  patients  appear  very 
soon  to  regain  lost  ground  and  recover  completely. 


Complications,  as  in  any  acute  infection  of  the  air  passages, 
are  legion,  but  some  are  so  typical  of  this  condition  to  warrant 
special  mention.  Convulsions  are  a  fairly  frequent  accompani- 
ment of  the  paroxysmal  stage  and  may  be  both  alarming  and 
dangerous.  Partial  collapse  of  the  lung  may  occur,  leaving  a 
deformity  of  the  chest  wall — pigeon  chest — as  a  legacy  of 
whooping  cough.  In  a  small  minority  of  cases  fatal  asphyxia 
may  occur.  Vomiting  may  prove  a  commanding  symptom, 
and  acidosis  and  emaciation  develop  as  a  result.  There  is  also 
an  increased  liability  to  develop  pulmonary  tuberculosis  among 
those  convalescing  from  this  condition. 

Early  Diagnosis 

As  a  rule  this  is  extremely  difficult,  requiring  an  observant 
eye  and  a  suspecting  outlook.  Should  there  be  an  epidemic  in 
the  district,  or  should  it  be  known  that  the  patient  has  been 
in  contact  during  the  past  month  with  another  child  who  has 
since  developed  the  "  whoop,"  then,  of  course,  these  are  facts 
from  which  one  can  obtain  valuable  aid.  The  first  stage  may  be 
further  distinguished  from  a  common  cold  by  the  fact  that  in 
the  former  the  cough  is  frequently  worse  at  night,  may  be 
accompanied  by  vomiting,  even  before  the  "  whoop  "  appears, 
and  the  child  may  be  noticed  to  be  "  catching  its  breath  " 
after  a  bout  of  coughing.  Any  of  these  points  separately 
should  make  one  suspicious,  but  together  they  should  justify  a 
diagnosis.  There  is  an  old  aphorism  that  is  very  true:  "  If  a 
child  has  a  prolonged  cough  accompanied  by  vomiting,  treat 
it  as  if  it  were  the  whooping-cough."  There  is  certainly 
nothing  to  be  lost  by  so  doing,  and  there  is  everything  to  be 
gained.  The  growth  in  the  laboratory  of  the  causative 
organism  has  already  been  mentioned :  is  there  any  other  way 
in  which  the  microscope  can  help?  The  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion is  certainly  "  Yes."  After  the  fifth  day  certain  cells  in 
the  patient's  blood  are  found  to  be  in  increased  numbers, 
and,  if  this  proves  to  be  the  case  in  the  stained  film  under 
the  microscope,  it  is  another  strong  link  in  the  chain  of 
diagnosis. 

Treatment 

In  the  early  stages  this  is  largely  a  question  of  prompt 
diagnosis,  and  as  soon  as  whooping  cough  is  diagnosed  or  even 
suspected  strict  isolation  must  be  enjoined.  Cases  are  usually 
treated  at  home  and  should  be  in  a  bedroom  by  themselves  or, 
better  still,  in  the  open  air  on  a  verandah  or  balcony.  There 
have  perhaps  been  more  recent  advances  in  the  treatment  of 
this  condition  than  in  many  other  infectious  diseases  during 
the  last  decade.  Vaccine  therapy  has  now  been  well  tried  and 
has  proved  exceedingly  useful.  The  vaccine  is  given  intra- 
muscularly in  somewhat  larger  doses  than  is  usually  associated 
with  vaccine  therapy.  Serum  treatment  also  finds  a  place,  and 
the  serum  used  is  that  of  convalescents.  One  authority  advo- 
cates the  giving  subcutaneously  convalescents'  whole  blood 
instead  of  the  serum.  Ultra-violet  light  has  many  enthusiastic 
followers,  and  is  given  to  the  whole  surface  of  the  body  at  in- 
tervals of  twenty-four  hours  in  doses  just  below  that  liable  to 
cause  pigmentation.  X-rays  are  also  used,  directed  towards  the 
deeper  glands  of  the  neck  and  chest.  Antispasmodics,  the 
older  treatment,  are  still  used,  most  hospital  pharmacopoeias 
retaining  their  "  mist,  pertussis  "  of  bromide  and  belladonna. 
Two  comparatively  new  forms  of  treatment  should  also  be 
mentioned,  namely,  ephedrine  and  luminal.  Both  of  these  are 
being  used  with  increasingly  good  results.  Acidosis  may  be 
warded  off  and  the  child's  health  improved  by  exhibition  of 
dextrose  or  glucose.  Cod-liver  oil  may  also  be  given  during 
the  illness  and  during  convalescence. 


French  remedy  for  influenza? — Dr.  Schmidt  recently 
alluded  to  the  champagne  cocktail  recommended  by  M. 
Andre  de  Fouquieres,  the  French  arbiter  of  elegances,  which 
is  considered  by  some  as  a  sovereign  remedy  for  influenza.  He 
cites  the  prescription  "Mix  grenadine  syrup,  whisky,  lemon 
juice  and  a  little  Kirchwasser.  Add  a  few  drops  of  best  brandy 
and  a  scruple  of  gentian.  Stir  and  drink.  Remain  twenty-four 
hours  in  bed,  and  you  will  get  up  cured." 
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League  of  Nations 

THE  latest  report  to  the  Council  of  the  League  of  Nations 
on  the  work  of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Traffic  in 
Opium,  etc.  (C.530.M.241.1934.XI :  Allen  &  Unwin, 
London,  W.C.i:  is.  3d.),  contains,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
details  of  seizures  of  narcotic  drugs,  two  matters  of  more 
general  interest. 

A  New  Drug 

The  secretary-general  informed  the  parties  to  the  1931 
Convention  and  the  Health  Committee  of  the  League  of 
Nations  that  he  had  received  a  notification  from  the  French 
Government  regarding  the  manufacture  in  France  of  a  new 
narcotic  drug— -delcaine.  The  Health  Committee  accordingly 
took  the  necessary  measures  in  order  to  decide  whether  delcaine 
is  a  drug  capable  of  producing  addiction  or  whether  it  is 
convertible  into  such  a  drug.  The  Committee  heard  the  opinion 
of  several  of  its  members  who  took  part  in  the  framing  of  the 
list  of  substances  covered  by  the  1931  Convention;  according 
to  them,  the  authors  of  the  1925  Convention  and  of  the  1931 
Convention  had  in  mind  only  lsevo-rotatory  derivatives  of 
ecgonine,  and  not  dextro-rotatory  derivatives  of  ecgonine, 
which,  in  their  judgment,  are  not  covered  by  Article  11  of  the 
Limitation  Convention.  The  Committee  decided,  however,  to 
await  the  decision  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  which  the  ques- 
tion has  been  referred.  (Delcaine  is  described  as  the  hydro- 
chloride of  dextro-rotatory  pseudo-cocaine.) 

Heroin  Pills  for  Smoking 

The  following  information  regarding  the  manufacture  and  the 
method  of  smoking  heroin  pills  has  been  supplied  by  the 
Shanghai  Municipal  Council:  — 

"Manufacture  of  Pills. — The  method  of  manufacture  of 
heroin  pills,  also  commonly  called  '  red  pills,'  is  comparatively 
simple  and  is  usually  carried  out  by  ignorant  workers  under  the 
direction  of  the  clandestine  manufacturer.  The  pills  are  made 
up  of  a  combination  of  heroin  or  morphine,  caffeine,  quinine 
or  other  cinchona  alkaloid,  a  trace  of  strychnine,  cane  and /or 
milk  sugar  (lactose),  flour  or  starch,  with  tragacanth  or  other 
binding  colours  and  occasionally  even  scented  with  rose  and 
jasmine  essence.  The  quantities  of  ingredients  used  to  make 
the  pill  mass  vary  according  to  the  formula  of  the  illicit  manu- 
facturer concerned.  The  pill  mass  is  rolled  and  cut  on  an 
ordinary  hand  pill-machine.  .  .  . 

"  With  the  exception  of  heroin  or  morphine,  the  other  in- 
gredients making  up  the  pill  are  legally  obtainable  at  any  drug 
store  and  their  sale  is  not  restricted.  Neither  is  there  any 
restriction  to  the  importation  to  China  of  caffeine,  strychnine, 
quinine  and  other  cinchona  alkaloids. 

"There  is  a  large  variety  of  these  pills  in  the  illicit  market. 
The  best-known  types  are  the  '  Tiger  Brand,'  the  '  Fairy  Horse 
Brand,'  the  'Golden  Dragon  Brand'  and  the  'No.  11  Brand,' 
but  there  are  many  others  without  labels.  They  are  usually 
sold  wholesale,  in  packets  containing  1,000  and  10,000  pills. 
The  packets  are  occasionally  wrapped  in  rubber  bags  to  pre- 
serve the  pills  against  moisture.  ... 

"Smoking  of  Pills. — The  practice  of  smoking  pills  containing 
a  certain  proportion  of  heroin  or  morphine  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  Municipal  Police  in  1922.  Since  then  there  has  been 
observed  a  steady  increase  in  addiction,  which  in  recent  years 
has  become  prevalent  to  such  a  degree  that  it  exceeds  the 
smoking  of  opium  itself.  This  widespread  addiction  is  attribut- 
able to  the  fact  that  pills  are  comparatively  much  cheaper  than 
opium.  It  is  estimated  (according  to  statements  made  by 
addicts)  that  sixteen  pills,  which  can  be  procured  for  20  cents, 
have  the  same  effect  as  approximately  50  cents'  worth  of 
opium.  .  .  . 

The  usual  method  of  smoking  these  pills  is  very  similar  to 
the  smoking  of  opium.  It  requires  a  pill  pipe,  a  needle  and  a 
lamp.  The  pill  pipe  is  made  of  bamboo  stick,  about  12  inches 
in  length,  with  a  porcelain  head  having  a  hole  at  the  top.  It 
costs  20  cents  only,  whereas  the  price  of  a  good  opium  pipe  is 
many  times  that  amount.  The  smoking  of  pills  is  more  con- 
venient than  the  smoking  of  prepared  opium.  The  pills  are 
ready  for  smoking  in  their  state  as  sold,  whereas  opium  must 
be  specially  prepared  to  be  ready  for  consumption.  The  pill- 
smoker  holds  the  pill  on  a  needle  close  to  the  pipe  head  over 
the  flame  of  an  oil  lamp  and  draws  a  few  times,  inhaling  the 
smoke.    The  quantity  of  pills  consumed  depends  on  the  degree 


of  addiction.  Some  addicts  take  sixteen  pills  per  day,  while 
others,  who  are  more  addicted,  smoke  up  to  a  hundred  pills  per 
day.  Observation  of  a  large  number  of  pill  addicts  would 
indicate  that  the  smoking  of  pills  is  generally  more  harmful  on 
their  physical  and  moral  health  than  the  smoking  of  opium 
itself.  .  . 


An  Unusual  Qualification 

WE  have  been  presented  by  Mr.  T.  Morley  Taylor,  Ph.C, 
a  past-president  of  the  Western  (London)  Pharmacists' 
Association,  with  a  prescription-envelope  of  a  type 
that  may  with  some  justification  be  called  unique.  Our  re- 
production shows  its  lettering  but  not  its  black,  red  and  gold 
colour  scheme.  The  names  of  the  proprietors  of  the  business, 
for  instance,  are  in  gold  with  the  large  initial  capitals  in  red  ; 
the  two  addresses  are  in  black  and  red  and  in  red  and  gold 
respectively. 

But  the  chief  interest  of  the  envelope  (from  which  we  have 
deleted  only  the  patient's  name)  lies  in  the  qualification  of  the 
men  whose  names  it  bears.  As  will  be  seen,  they  do  not  claim 
to  be  either  surgeons,  apothecaries  or  chemists:  they  describe 
themselves  as  ex-pupils  of  Professors  Calvert  and  Hunt,  of  the 
Royal  Institution,  where  on  August  5,  1862,  the  date  on  the 
envelope,  Faraday  was  still  teaching.    It  will  be  news  to  many 
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of  our  readers  that  courses  in  pharmacy  could  be  taken  there. 
The  Professor  Calvert  referred  to  was,  no  doubt,  F.  Grace 
Calvert,  F.R.S.,  best  known  to  the  present  generation  in  con- 
nection with  carbolic  acid. 

Directories  and  maps  of  the  period  furnish  material  for  a 
more  exact  identification  of  this  business,  a  West  End  estab- 
lishment, flourishing,  apparently,  on  unorthodox  lines  twenty- 
one  years  after  the  formation  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Berkeley  Place  ran  from  the  north  side  of  Connaught  Square, 
Hyde  Park,  to  Edgware  Road:  it  has  since  disappeared.  Duke 
Street,  Portman  Square,  became  in  the  Post  Office  Directory  of 
1863  Duke  Street,  Manchester  Square,  by  which  name  it  is 
still  known  ;  and  Edwards  Street  has  since  become  Edwards 
Mews.  Thomas  and  Edwin  Anderson  appeared  in  the  Direc- 
tories for  1861-63  inclusive  as  chemists  and  druggists,  but 
without  indication  of  being  either  operative  chemists  or 
pharmaceutical  chemists  ;  for  Edwin  the  1862  Directory  had 
the  misprint  '.'  Edward."  In  1861  a  Mr.  Thomas  Mousell, 
Ph.C,  was  the  owner  of  the  Berkeley  Place  business:  evidently 
Messrs.  Anderson,  on  acquiring  it,  decided  that  it  should  be 
their  principal  shop  or  had  more  than  one  set  of  prescription- 
envelopes  printed. 

Longevity. — ' '  A  woman  came  in  to-day  for  a  teat  for  a 
feeding  bottle.  She  asked  for  a  strong  one,  and  volunteered 
the  information  that  the  last  one  had  only  lasted  for  three 
months.  'That  seems  a  long  time,'  I  ventured.  'Oh,  no! 
With  the  child  before  this  I  had  only  the  one  teat  the  whole 
time  she  was  on  the  bottle.'  'How  long  was  that?  '  I  re- 
marked. 'Over  ten  months,  and  even  then  it  was  quite  good, 
so  I  gave  it  to  a  friend.'". — "Australian  Journal  of  Phar- 
macy."

Report  on  the  March  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  March  5  contained 
eight  parts  by  weight  of  lead  chloride,  one  part  of  lead  iodide 
and  one  part  of  lead  nitrate.  The  calculated  composition  of 
such  a  mixture  is :  —

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-one  students, 
and  fourteen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination.  Lead, 
chloride  and  iodide  were  missed  in  one  instance  each,  while  six 
students  failed  to  detect  the  nitric  acid  radical.  Preliminary 
tests  yielded  clear  indications  of  the  presence  of  lead  and  of 
iodine  and  suggestions  of  the  probable  presence  of  chloride  and 
of  bromide  or  nitrate.  None  of  the  salts  employed  in  preparing 
the  mixture  contained  water  of  crystallisation,  and  the  slight 
evolution  of  water  vapour  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a 
dry  tube  was  due  to  hygroscopic  moisture  only. 

The  powder  dissolved  completely  when  boiled  with  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid,  and  from  the  solution  the  greater  part  of  the 
lead  was  reprecipitated  as  chloride  on  cooling.  Since  the 
separation  of  lead  as  chloride  in  Group  I  is  always  incomplete, 
the  solution  should  normally  have  yielded  a  precipitate  of  lead 
sulphide  on  passing  hydrogen  sulphide  ;  and  if  it  did  not  do  so 
the  acid  concentration  should  have  been  sufficiently  reduced, 
by  dilution  with  water  or  by  partial  neutralisation  by  means 
of  an  alkali,  before  saturating  the  cold  solution  with  the  gas. 
Students  often  overlook,  or  disregard,  this  matter  of  the  slight 
solubility  of  lead  chloride  in  water  or  dilute  acid  solutions  and 
proceed  with  the  analysis  as  if  the  filtrate  from  a  precipitate 
of  that  salt  were  lead-free.  They  meet  with  misleading 
reactions  at  later  stages. 

The  part  of  the  analysis  that  called  for  particularly  attentive 
treatment  was  the  testing  for  chloride,  bromide,  and  nitrate, 
and  special  precautions  had  to  be  taken  to  establish  (in  the 
known  presence  of  an  iodide)  the  absence  of  a  bromide  and  the 
presence  of  a  nitrate.  So  far  as  bromide  was  concerned,  it  was 
only  in  isolated  cases  that  any  test  for  it  was  applied,  and  the 
possibility  of  its  being  present  was  usually  ignored.  With 
regard  to  nitrate,  in  some  cases  the  interface  (or  "  ring  ")  test, 
by  means  of  ferrous  sulphate  and  concentrated  sulphuric  acid, 
was  applied  directly  to  an  acid  solution  of  the  powder,  without 
previous  removal  of  the  iodide,  and  the  result  of  this  was  that 
iodine  liberated  in  the  interaction  yielded  a  sufficiently  dark 
layer  to  obscure  the  accompanying  nitrate  reaction  and  to 
make  the  presence  or  absence  of  a  nitrate  uncertain.  Methods 
for  circumventing  this  difficulty,  by  previously  removing  the 
iodine,  or  for  avoiding  it  by  means  of  other  tests,  were  success- 
fully adopted  by  a  number  of  students.

H.  E.  Taylor,  Columbus,  Mitosis  and  Others. — The  non- 
formation  of  any  precipitate  on  the  addition  of  hydrogen 
sulphide  to  the  filtrate  from  the  lead  chloride  of  Group  I  was 
(since  this  chloride  is  to  a  quite  appreciable  extent  held  in  solu- 
tion by  cold  water  and  cold  acid  solutions)  itself  an  indication 
that  the  filtrate  contained  too  high  a  concentration  of  free  acid, 
and  this  should  have  directed  attention  to  the  certainty  that 
some  lead  was  escaping  precipitation  as  sulphide  and  would 
make  its  appearance  later  in  the  analysis.  It  was  this 
remainder  of  lead  that  was  afterwards  mistaken  for  aluminium 
of  other  metallic  radical. 

Beta. — The  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  should  not  have 
been  discarded  without  being  tested  for  other  metals  besides 
lead.  It  was  a  serious  slip  to  test  for  the  nitric  acid  radical  in 
the  filtrate  left  after  removing  the  chloride  and  iodide  by 
means  of  silver  nitrate :  silver  acetate  or  sulphate  should  have 
been  used — preferably  the  former  on  account  of  its  greater 
solubility  in  water.  The  redeeming  feature  is  that  the  nitric 
acid  radical  was  duly  detected 

Venator. — The  proportion  of  nitric  acid  radical  was  not 
large,  but  distinct  indications  of  its  presence  could  be  obtained 
by  one  or  other  of  several  methods,  some  requiring  and  some 
independent  of  the  previous  separation  of  the  iodide. 

Tonquin  Faba. — Apparently  you  were  misled  almost  at  the 
outset  by  concluding  erroneously  that  part  of  the  powder  was 
insoluble  in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  In  reality  it  dissolved 
completely  when  boiled  with  a  sufficiency  of  the  dilute  acid. 
Try  to  obtain  some  further  laboratory  instruction. 

William  III. — The  precipitation  of  much  lead  iodide  on  the 
addition  of  potassium  iodide  to  the  hydrochloric  acid  solution 
of  the  powder  depended  chiefly  upon  the  fact  that  the  solution 
contained  lead  chloride  in  large  proportion.  This  was  not 
merely  a  solubility  product  example. 

Est  Satis  Meruisse. — Hydrogen  sulphide  could  not  yield  a 
precipitate  resembling  cadmium  sulphide  in  colour. 

Benzoin. — Last  month's  reply  is  again  applicable.

Magic  and  authority. — "  To-day  there  is  still  a  craving  for 
magical  cures:  the  common  phrase  it  '  worked  like  magic  ' 
expresses  that  deep  if  subconscious  desire.  After  all,  .  our 
reason  is  a  much  more  recent  acquisition  than  our  emotions. 
Our  forefathers,  for  many  thousands  of  years,  depended  for 
healing  on  magic  alone  ;  even  the  first  approaches  to  rational 
medicine  are  as  yesterday  compared  with  the  reign  of  magic. 
That  alone  would  suffice  to  make  the  appeal  of  the  quack  the 
more  powerful,  for  he  appeals  to  an  incredibly  old  Adam,  who 
claims  many  descendants.  And  when  health  is  shaken  it  is  the 
most  recently  acquired,  the  highest  levels  of  the  central 
nervous  system  that  most  easily  lose  control,  and  the  primitive 
man  peeps  out  of  the  cave  in  which  reason  has  shamefacedly 
tried  to  conceal  him.  In  addition  to  a  craving  for  magic  there 
is  another  tendency,  which  affects  us  all:  to  seek  security  in 
authority.  .  .  .  This  tendency  has  repeatedly  asserted  itself 
in  the  history  of  medicine,  and  has  frequently  delayed  its 
progress." — Sir  Walter  Langdon-Brown  (in  the  Sir  Charles 
Hastings  lecture). 
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Citric  Acid 

The  Production  of  this  Chemical  by  Fermentation  of  Sugar  is  a  flourishing  British  Industry 


THE  manufacture  of  citric  acid  as  carried  on  to-day 
consists  of  two  parts:— (i)  The  production  of  calcium 
citrate;  (2)  the  conversion  of  calcium  citrate  into 
citric  acid.  As  regards  the  first  stage,  two  distinct  processes 
are  now  in  use  ;  (a)  the  production  of  calcium  citrate  from 
lemons,  and  (b)  the  production  of  the  same  material  by  the 
fermentation  of  sugar.  The  latter  process  has  developed 
rapidly  during  the  last  six  years,  and  now  supplies  the  raw 
material  for  more  than  half  the  world  production  of  citnc 
acid  Each  case  involves  the  oxidation  of  sugars  to  citric 
acid,  but  it  is  of  interest  to  contrast  the  conditions  under 
which  the  reactions  take  place.  The  "lemon"  citrate  is  an 
agricultural  industry,  carried  out  in  small  and  comparatively 
primitive  factories  without  any  special  regard  to  cleanliness 
in  the  process  or  to  the  purity  of  the  finished  product. 

Strict  Control  of  Conditions 

The  fermentation  method,  on  the  other  hand,  works  from 
a  pure  cane  sugar,  which  is  contained  in  aluminium  plant. 
The  sugar  is  minutely  regulated  as  to  its  precise  nutritive 
value  and  is  oxidised  by  a  pure  strain  of  most  carefully  culti- 
vated mould.  In  this  process,  standards  of  cleanliness  are  of 
the  utmost  importance,  all  the  air,  the  plant  and  the  in- 
gredients being  subject  to  the  strictest  laboratory  control. 
Indeed,  one  might  say  that  the  whole  process  is  handled  with 
as  much  care  as  a  surgical  operation,  ordinary  laboratory 
standards  being  far  from  sufficient.  It  is  small  wonder  that 
the  citrate  of  lime  obtained  in  this  way  is  pure  material 
bearing  but  little  obvious  resemblance  to  that  produced  under 
the  comparatively  crude  conditions  of  an  agricultural  industry. 
Apart  from  the  evident  advantage  of  a  home-produced 
material,  independent  of  overseas  supplies,  there  is  a  romantic 
interest  in  the  history  of  this  process,  embodying  as  it  does  the 
control  of  a  living  organism  to  produce  the  material  required 
by  industry.  As  regards  the  second  half  of  the  process, 
namely,  the  conversion  of  the  citrate  to  citric  acid,  this  method 
is  well  known  and  requires  no  elaboration,  except  perhaps  to 
point  out  the  obvious  fact  that  starting  with  the  pure  citrate 
of  lime  produced  by  fermentation,  the  finishing  process  is  very 
much  less  exacting  and  far  greater  quantities  can  be  handled 
by  a  given  amount  of  plant  than  when  employing  the  older 
type  of  citrate. 

Hygroscopicity 

Citric  acid  is  supplied  in  crystals  and  granules  of  all  sizes, 
and  in  powder  of  various  degrees  of  fineness.  Makers  are 
always  prepared  to  produce  exactly  any  size  of  crystals, 
granules  or  powder  which  may  be  required  by  industries  for 
special  purposes.  Users  of  citric  acid  sometimes  experience 
trouble  due  to  its  hygroscopic  nature.  Probably  the  root  of 
the  difficulty  is  a  definition  of  what  is  understood  by  hygro- 
scopicity. Hydrated  citric  acid  does  not  take  water  into 
chemical  composition,  but  both  citric  acid  and  tartaric  acid 
will  deliquesce  in  100  per  cent,  saturated  atmosphere.  On  the 
other  hand,  any  powder  in  fine  particles  will  absorb  moisture 
from  a  damp  atmosphere,  but  this  statement  would  appear  to 
require  modification  by  reference  to  the  solubility  of  the 
powders  in  question.  For  the  sake  of  illustration,  take 
hydrated  citric  acid,  exsiccated  citric  acid,  tartaric  acid  and 
chalk  powders.  In  an  experiment  in  an  atmosphere  of  100  per 
cent,  humidity  and  with  a  maximum  of  surface  exposed,  both 
samples  of  citric  acid  have  absorbed  22  per  cent,  of  moisture 
in  66  hours,  tartaric  acid  has  absorbed  33  per  cent,  and  chalk 
nil.  Of  these  samples,  chalk  is  the  only  insoluble  powder. 
Nevertheless,  tartaric  acid,  which  is  considered  non-hygro- 
scopic, has  actually  absorbed  more  moisture  than  either  sample 
of  citric  acid.  A  dictionary  description  of  citric  acid  is  that 
it  is  slightly  hygroscopic  in  moist  air,  but  the  exact  condition 
of  the  atmosphere  is  obviously  important.  In  ordinary  room 
temperature  of  15-200  C,  hydrated  citric  acid  is  stable  in 
atmospheres  with  humidity  of  60-80  per  cent.  Below  50  per 
cent,  it  loses  water,  and  about  80  per  cent,  it  begins  to  absorb 
it,  powder  absorbing  it  more  rapidly  than  granules.  Taking 


the  average  humidity  of  the  atmosphere  for  the  year  round  as 
being  about  80  per"  cent.,  it  may  be  stated  than  at  ordinary 
atmospheric  conditions  hydrated  citric  acid  is  stable.  Exsic- 
cated citric  acid,  on  the  other  hand,  is  stable  in  atmospheres 
below  50  per  cent,  humidity,  but  at  about  50  per  cent., 
moisture  is  absorbed,  and  this  goes  into  chemical  combination 
to  form  hydrated  acid. 

Increasing  Demand 

For  manufacturing  non-effervescing  powders,  citric  acid  either 
B.P.  or  exsiccated,  is  suitable  if  used  in  the  granular  form,  while 
anhydrous  or  exsiccated  acid  in  the  granular  form  has  a  factor 
of  safety  of  the  same  order  as  tartaric  acid,  even  in  use  for 
effervescing  mixtures.  In  addition  to  pharmacy,  it  is  perhaps 
of  interest  to  point  out  the  confectionery  and  mineral  water 
trades  as  being  ones  in  which  citric  acid  can  be  used  now  to 
a  greater  extent  than  before.  This  is  perhaps  due  to  the 
lower  price  at  which  citric  sells  nowadays,  also  to  the  facts 
that  there  is  now  an  unlimited  supply  and  that  it  is 
being  manufactured  in  the  exsiccated  form,  removing  one 
molecule  of  water  and  so  making  it  comparable  with  tartaric 
acid  and  by  the  B.P.  test  showing  approximately  no  per  cent, 
citric  acid.  There  are  also,  however,  two  industries  in  which 
citric  acid  is  now  being  used  for  the  first  time,  namely,  for 
baking  powders  and  for  plasticisers.  Such  materials  as  ethyl 
and  amyl  citrates  are  now  finding  their  place  in  a  new  and 
ever-growing  market.

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Trade  Report

General  conditions  in  the  markets,  particularly  those  affected  by 
rates  of  exchange,  are  by  no  means  conducive  to  increasing  the 
volume  of  business.  Following  on  the  devaluation  of  the  Belga,  the 
unsettled  state  of  the  Continental  exchanges  in  general,  and  the  Swiss 
and  Dutch  currencies  in  particular,  have  created  a  nervous  tone,  it 
being  realised  that  a  general  movement,  either  "  off  gold  "  or  a  sub- 
stantial devaluation,  would  have  a  depressing  effect  on  commodity 
values  in  all  directions.  Under  such  conditions  business  in  some 
products  has  slowed  down  and  there  has  been  a  tendency  in  isolated 
instances  to  force  sales.  Another  factor  that  has  rather  upset  con- 
ditions, chiefly  in  pharmaceutical  products,  is  the  quantity  of 
"  barter "  goods  of  German  origin  that  are  now  offering  here. 
These  are  mostly  Convention  products.  Business  of  this  character 
with  Germany  has  now  been  stopped,  but  it  will  probably  be  some 
time  before  the  market  is  cleared  of  these  goods  "  taken  in 
exchange." 

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals 

Many  of  the  markets  dealing  in  Continental  materials  are  un- 
settled for  the  reasons  mentioned  above.  The  recent  advances  are 
not  operating.  So  far  as  the  home  makers'  products  are  concerned 
the  tone  is  fairly  steady  and  a  moderate  volume  of  business  is  re- 
corded. The  scale  of  prices  for  Citrates  has  been  advanced. 
Salicylates,  after  a  good  spell  of  business,  have  been  in  quieter 
demand.  Vanillin  is  fully  steady.  Santonin  continues  to  weaken. 
Potassium  Permanganate  is  dearer. 
Crude  Drugs 

Although  there  is  a  rather  nervous  feeling  in  the  markets  a 
number  of  items  continue  distinctly  firm  and  fairly  active.  Practic- 
ally all  Curasao  Aloes  have  been  cleared  on  spot  and  shipment  is 
dearer.  Cape  have  sold  fairly  well.  Barbasco,  Derris  and  Timboe 
Root  have  met  with  sustained  interest  this  week.  Buchu  is  mov- 
ing steadily  on  spot.  The  weakening  in  the  Belga  has  so  far  not 
affected  Chamomile  values,  spot  or  forward.  There  has  been  a  steady 
call  for  small  parcels  of  Ergot.  Honey  of  all  descriptions  is  meeting 
with  a  slow  demand.  Hydrastis  values  are  held  at  last  week's 
sharp  advance.  Lycopodium  is  dearer  forward.  Menthol  shows  no 
sign  of  recovery.  Saffron  is  cheaper  as  a  duty-free  article.  Condi- 
tions in  the  Senna  market  are  fairly  good  for  the  better  grades  of 
leaves  and  pods.  The  very  small  supply  of  Valerian  Root  avail- 
able on  spot  is  again  sharply  dearer  and  shipment  is  also  at  an 
advance. 
Essential  Oils 

Business  in  these  products  has  been  rather  patchy  and  some  items 
are  meeting  with  a  slower  demand,  chiefly  Bergamot  and  Sicilian 
Lemon,  both  of  which  have  had  a  good  run  of  active  and  advancing 
markets.  Anise  (Star)  has  been  in  good  demand  on  spot  and  prices 
are  now  very  firm  for  what  is  left.  Cassia  has  also  sold  in  small 
parcels  on  spot  at  gradually  advancing  figures.  Sicilian  Sweet 
Orange  is  nominal  for  shipment  ;  the  French  Guinea  oil  is  now  fairly 
freely  offered  forward  and  quotations  are  not  so  strong.  Japanese 
Peppermint  remains  at  unsatisfactory  figures  and  business  is  dis- 
appointing. Pennyroyal  is  slightly  dearer  forward.  Spearmint 
seems  to  be  quoted  irregularly  on  spot.  Genuine  Rosemary,  with 
other  Spanish  oils,  is  firm.  Business  in  fixed  oils  has  not  been  quite 
so  good,  but  values  are  keeping  about  steady.  American  Turpen- 
tine is  easier.

Sir, — The  results  published  in  the  C.  &•  D.  of  the  N.P.U. 
Executive  election  prompts  one  to  ask  if  pharmacy  and  phar- 
macists are  at  long  last  awakening  to  the  importance  of  their 
calling  and  to  the  type  of  men  they  wish  to  represent  them  on 
their  national  organisations.  The  large  number  of  members 
returned  unopposed  gives  in  the  first  instance  the  impression 
that  pharmacists  in  some  areas  are  still  very  apathetic,  but  on 
looking  at  the  remaining  results  one  finds  food  for  thought 
in  the  other  areas.  London  has  deposed  one  who  has  un- 
doubtedly given  a  large  proportion  of  his  time  to  serving 
pharmacy  in  various  capacities,  and  to  the  N.P.U.  has  been 
a  very  valued  member  and  was  its  treasurer — a  gentleman 
with  a  personality,  capable  and  well  liked,  yet  on  a  question 
of  principle  the  Metropolitan  members  say  "  We  cannot 
support  you."  Southern  Division  3  also  has  rejected  one  who 
for  many  years  has  been,  and  still  is,  a  leading  light  pharma- 
ceutically.  His  opponents  will  readily  admit  that  a  more 
capable  business  man  it  would  be  hard  to  find.  Politically, 
too,  he  is  held  in  great  esteem,  and  his  ability  in  debate  and 
foresight  in  all  matters  affecting  pharmacy  are  well  known. 
Here,  again,  the  West  of  England  say  "  No,"  and  so  in  the 
above  two  instances  we  are  led  to  believe  that  chemists  gener- 
ally intend  to  choose  their  representatives  with  discrimina- 
tion.   There  is  a  third,  and  somewhat  interesting,  personality, 


who  was  defeated  in  Eastern  Division  2 — a  much  younger 
man  who  cannot  have  been  in  retail  practice  more  than  ten 
or  twelve  years,  yet  one  who,  through  hard  work  and  a  love 
of  his  business,  has  probably  achieved  more  than  the  average 
pharmacist  in  double  that  time.  The  writer  remembers  that 
fine  pharmacist  who  was  loved  by  all  throughout  Bedford- 
shire, the  late  Alderman  Webb,  of  Luton,  saying  that  phar- 
maceutical politics  would  not  suffer  at  the  hands  of  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  N.P.U.  in  the  Eastern  Division  2.

Council  Election 

Sir, — I  notice  that  at  Sheffield,  on  March  19,  Mr.  Parry- 
stated  he  was  in  favour  of  the  restriction  of  apprentices  into 
pharmacy.  At  the  Liverpool  meeting  on  March  12  Mr. 
Clitherow  made  a  strong  demand  for  this,  and  asked  that  the 
proposed  restrictions  for  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  be 
enforced  at  once,  and  further  that  these  be  extended  by  only 
allowing  those  chemists  to  take  apprentices  who  could  satisfy 
the  Society  they  were  competent.  Mr.  Parry  took  this  question 
up,  and  he  did  not  say  he  agreed  with  Mr.  Clitherow  ;  he 
actually  asked  how  it  could  be  enforced,  and  was  given  the 
reply  "  Legislate."  Mr.  Parry  did  not  favour  the  policy  of 
territorial  representation,  yet  he  raised  no  objection  to  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Hirst  that  the  principle  of  terri- 
torial representation  be  forced  on  his  (Mr.  Parry's)  behalf  by 
casting  one  vote  only,  and  that  for  Mr.  Parry.  The  questions 
asked  of  Mr.  Parry  by  Mr.  Clitherow  in  your  issue  of  March  30 
demand  a  direct  answer,  as  do  the  two  following: — (a)  Do  you 
make  your  living  in  retail  pharmacy?  (6)  Why  did  you  not 
press  for  restriction  of  apprentices  when  you  were  able,  for 
years  past?  I  do  not  suppose  my  questions,  or  Mr.  Clitherow'?, 
will  be  answered,  and  I  trust  voters  will  know  what  to  do.

Sir, — Members  of  the  Society  should  now  consider  whether 
they  have  arrived  at  that  stage  of  its  existence  when  it  is 
advisable  to  take  stock  and  value  our  heritage,  examine  its 
resources  and  liabilities,  and  place  the  balance  sheet  before  all 
to  see,  so  that  those  who  willy  nilly  must  perforce  subscribe 
to  its  continuity  may  assist  in  avoiding  anything  in  the  nature 
of  a  "  white  elephant,"  as  a  result  of  which,  unless  greater 
acumen  is  displayed,  pharmacy  may  be  impoverished  and 
demands  made  on  an  already  overburdened  profession,  the  full 
force  and  burden  of  which  will  have  to  be  borne  by  those  who 
are  now  young  pharmacists.  It  has  always  puzzled  me  why 
those  who  have  forsaken  the  practice  of  pharmacy,  for  pre- 
sumably material  gains,  should  condescendingly  take  pity  on 
those  who  carry  on  the  traditions  of  our  craft  and  seek  further 
to  misrepresent  us  on  our  Council,  through  the  medium  of 
addresses  which  offer  no  suggestion  as  to  how  our  troubles  may 
be  dispelled  .  .  .  No  person  can  serve  well  two  masters,  and 
if  members  do  not  wish  to  see  perpetuated  a  state  of  things 
whereby  the  whole  affairs  of  the  Society  are  conducted  by 
short  committee  meetings  the  day  previous  to  a  Council  meet- 
ing, which  in  itself  lasts  only  a  few  brief  hours,  then  they 
should  ascertain  which  candidates  have  deserted  retail  phar- 
macy and  have  nothing  at  stake,  as  distinct  from  those  who 
have  everything  to  lose.  ...  It  has  been  said,  and  with 
truth,  "  Who  can  better  represent  the  retail  chemist  than  one 
of  themselves?  "  That  argument  is  unanswerable.  Mr. 
Clitherow  succinctly  deals  with  another  matter  when  he  gives 
figures  showing  that  the  retail  chemist  should  have  seventeen 
representatives  on  the  Council.

nothing  will  be  given  in  return  but  inspectors  to  meddle  further 
in  our  affairs.  .  .  .

Sir, — May  I  request  the  indulgence  of  an  opportunity  in 
your  columns  to  put  forward  the  claims  of  the  chemists  of 
Wales?  For  upwards  of  twenty  years  during  the  lifetime  of 
the  late  Mr.  Albert  Hagon,  Welsh  chemists  enjoyed  the  privi- 
lege of  direct  representation  on  the  Society's  Council.  Since 
Mr.  Hagon's  death,  however,  we  have  been,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  very  short  period,  denied  a  Councillor  of  our  own. 
There  may  be  arguments  for  and  against  territorial  represen- 
tation and  doubts  as  to  the  method  of  bringing  it  about,  but 
it  is  a  boon  we  do  not  as  yet  possess.  Also  I  am  not  sure  at 
the  moment  how  many  members  of  the  present  Council  are 
Londoners,  but  I  believe  a  fair  proportion.  I  simply  wish  to 
ask  if  a  Londoner  or  another  drawn  from  a  distant  part  of 
Great  Britain  can  fairly  be  supposed  to  possess  that  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  of  pharmacy  in  Wales  to  make  the  chemists 
of  that  country  feel  they  have  any  representation  at  all.  I 
believe  it  will  be  conceded  that  Welsh  chemists  are  very  badly 
represented,  and  their  point  of  view  receives  little  or  no  con- 
sideration in  any  contemplated  change  of  policy.  It  is 
within  the  power  of  members  of  the  Society  throughout  the 
country  to  remedy  this  very  one-sided  state  of  affairs,  at  little 
or  no  cost  to  themselves,  by  sparing  one  of  their  votes  for 
the  Welsh  candidate.  "  Very  well,"  it  may  be  said,  "  yes, 
if  you  can  agree  on  the  candidate  you  wish  to  represent  you." 
We  have  agreed,  and  at  a  meeting  of  Welsh  chemists  held  at 
Bridgend,  Glamorgan,  it  was  unanimously  decided  that  Coun- 
cillor Henry  M.  Lloyd,  J. P.,  Merthyr  Tydfil,  should  be  our 
man,  and  all  branches  are  pledged  to  give  him  practical 
support.  The  votes  from  Wales  are  not  sufficient  in  number 
to  ensure  success,  and  the  purpose  of  this  letter  is  to  put  our 
case  before  the  whole  of  the  membership  of  the  Society, 
which  the  circulation  of  your  valued  journal  enables  us  to  do.

Irish  Free  State  Reorganisation 

Sir, — In  the  C.  &  D.  of  March  30  (p.  383)  we  are  invited  to 
submit  suggestions  for  the  reorganisation  of  the  commercial 
side  of  pharmacy  in  the  Irish  Free  State.  The  average  phar- 
macist looks  for  leadership  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Council, 
even  though  the  commercial  side  does  not  seem  to  interest  the 
latter.  We  know  how  worried  that  body  is  about  such  great 
matters  as,  for  instance,  prestige,  and  I  would  suggest  that 
the  best  way  this  prestige  can  be  maintained  is  by  taking  a 
proper  interest  in  the  commercial  side  of  the  business.  A  body 
such  as  the  D.  and  P.  R.D.A.  certainly  does  and  is  doing  good 
work,  but  the  lead  must  come  from  the  Council  of  the  P.S.I. 
Whilst  the  CP. S.I.  continues  to  tolerate  many  unfair  im- 
positions on  our  profession  the  man  in  the  street  will  continue 
to  undervalue  our  services  to  the  State.  The  C. P.S.I,  is  not 
in  the  first  place  representative  of  the  I.F.S.  We  have,  for 
instance,  only  one  representative  for  the  Province  of  Munster 
and  not  even  one  for  Ulster.  Connaught  rejoices  in  three  at 
the  most,  whilst  we  find  that  Dublin  City  and  immediate  sur- 
roundings have  about  two-thirds  of  the  total  number.  Now, 
believing  that  the  attack  must  in  the  first  instance  come 
from  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and  that  the  Council  must 
be  representative  of  the  pharmacists  throughout  the  Counties 
as  well  as  the  City,  I  would  suggest  that  at  the  next  election 
those  outgoing  members  who  have  their  places  of  business  in 
or  near  Dublin  should  stand  down  and  let  the  country  put  up 
their  men.  When  the  Council  of  the  P.S.I,  is  representative 
of  the  State  then  we  can  confidently  look  forward  to  organised 
support  from  every  pharmacist  in  the  twenty-six  counties. 
Their  confidence  must  be  gained  to  start  with,  and  the  rest 
would  not  be  so  difficult  as  it  may  seem.  The  next  step 
would  be  the  organising  of  the  country  associations.  Some 
already  are  in  existence  and  functioning  ;  others,  such  as  the 


West  of  Ireland  Pharmacists'  Association,  are  dormant.  In 
any  case,  no  matter  which  end  of  the  problem  is  tackled  first, 
the  CP. S.I.  must  be  representative  of  the  country  before 
success  can  be  assured. — Yours  faithfully,

Chemists'  Sales  :  A  Protest 

Sir, — -The  other  day  there  arrived  at  my  private  address  a 
circular  announcing  a  "  sale  by  a  local  chemist.  Being  natur- 
ally interested  I  compared  some  of  the  items  in  the  list  with 
the  prices  I  should  have  to  pay  for  the  same  goods  from  whole- 
sale sources.  The  results  were  astonishing.  For  example,  a 
commonly-used  tablet  is  offered  at  6|d.  per  100,  packed  in  a 
bottle,  and  I  cannot  buy  for  less  than  3s.  3d.  per  1,000  un- 
packed. Liquid  preparations  are  similarly  treated,  and  in  one 
instance  a  familiar  tonic  is  offered  at  the  ridiculous  price  of 
9^d.  per  lb.  packed,  whereas  the  cost  price  is  about  is.  in  bulk. 
It  may  be,  of  course,  that  in  the  aggregate  the  chemist  running 
such  a  "  sale  "  derives  some  measure  of  benefit,  but  what  con- 
cerns me  at  the  moment  is  this  ruthless  cutting  of  prices  to  a 
stage  where  legitimate  profit  becomes  practically  non-existent. 
Can  there  possibly  be  any  ultimate  gain  from  such  sales?

Repeat  Prescriptions 

Sir, — I  was  surprised  to  find  the  other  day,  on  looking 
through  my  prescription-books,  that  some  of  my  customers 
have  been  taking  the  same  medicine  regularly  for  five,  ten  or 
twelve  years,  and,  in  one  instance,  for  twenty-three  years. 
There  are  no  drugs  of  addiction  in  these  oft-repeated  mixtures, 
and  my  clients  have  probably  taken  them  over  so  long  a  period 
merely  from  force  of  habit ;  but  it  would  be  interesting  to  know 
what  the  prescriber  would  say  if  he  learned  that  his  treatment, 
prescribed  perhaps  for  a  temporary  minor  ailment,  was  still 
being  faithfully  continued  after  the  lapse  of  nearly  a  quarter  of 
a  century.  The  question  of  repeat  prescriptions  is  a  compli- 
cated one,  and  raises  some  puzzling  ethical  problems.  How  far 
is  a  chemist  justified  in  repeating  a  prescription  indefinitely? 
About  a  D.D.A.  preparation,  of  course,  there  can  be  no  feeling 
of  uncertainty.  But,  so  far  as  my  experience  goes,  it  is  unusual 
for  a  doctor  to  give  any  indication  on  his  ordinary  prescriptions 
of  the  number  of  times  he  wishes  them  to  be  repeated,  nor  does 
he  give  a  definite  date  after  which  the  prescription  would 
become  invalid.  When  a  patient  comes  time  after  time  for  a 
prescription  containing  hypnotics  or  habit-forming  drugs,  it  is 
surely  the  duty  of  the  chemist  to  communicate  with  the  pre- 
scriber, and  satisfy  himself  that  a  protracted  course  of  treat- 
ment was  intended.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  prescription 
calls,  say,  for  a  mild  stomachic  or  aperient  pill,  the  chemist 
may  continue  to  supply  it  for  years  without  any  strain  on  his 
conscience,  and  with  real  advantage  to  his  turnover.

Interdigital  Abscesses  in  the  Dog

almost  a  specific  for  the  irritation  between  the  toes  of  dogs, 
spaniels  particularly.    It  prevents  them  licking  the  spot  until 
it  is  raw  flesh,  and  heals  up  "in  no  time."    Dab  on  "  neat." 

Mephitic  Meetings 

The  complaint  of  the  doctor  about  the  mephitic  atmosphere 
at  medical  lectures,  especially  where  the  room  is  darkened  for 
the  showing  of  lantern  slides  (C.  £>.,  March  16,  p.  318), 
could  be  remedied  by  taking  an  example  from  Continental 
universities.  In  several  of  these  the  blinds  for  darkening  the 
lecture  theatre  are  controlled  by  a  switch  from  the  lecture 
bench  and  can  be  lowered  or  raised  at  will,  while  the  air  is  kept 
fresh  by  a  system  of  light-trapped  inlets  and  outlets.  The 
new  building  for  the  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  at  Strasbourg  is 
excellently  designed  in  this  respect. — -Aria  Fresca  (25/3). 

The  "Friends"  Movement 

Mr.  S.  Brook  is  to  be  congratulated  on  his  letter  on  the 
"Friends"  movement  (C.  &■  D.,  March  23,  p.  375).  I  hope 
other  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  will  take  immediate  steps 
to  join  the  new  movement.  From  time  to  time  in  the  pages  of 
the  C.  &>  D.  I  have  advocated  the  compilation  of  a  list  of  names 
of  firms  pledged  to  supply  chemists  only,  and  I  welcome  this 
sign  of  friendliness  from  a  large  manufacturing  concern. 
Multiple  trading  and  vested  interests  have  assisted  in  bringing 
about  a  crisis  in  pharmacy,  and  I  cannot  see  a  better  way  of 
combating  these  evils  than  the  united  efforts  of  friendly  houses 
and  retail  chemists.  We  chemists  are  duty  bound  to  support 
such  firms  with  all  our  resources. — Scotia  (26/3). 


Legal  Queries 

W.  H.  (26/2). — The  inclusion  of  the  words  "coughs,  colds 
and  sore  throat  "  on  the  label  of  a  medicine  renders  the  article 
liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty. 

W.  S.  (4/3)  has  been  employed  as  a  qualified  assistant  for 
the  past  seven  years.  As  a  result  of  overwork  and  worry  he 
has  had  a  breakdown  which  has  necessitated  his  being  away 
from  work.  During  his  absence  he  has  not  received  any  pay- 
ment from  his  employer,  and  asks  how  he  stands  in  the  matter. 
[Subject  to  any  agreement  to  the  contrary,  an  employee  who 
is  away  from  work  on  account  of  illness  is,  in  the  ordinary  way, 
entitled  to  be  paid  his  wages  until  such  time  as  his  contract 
of  service  has  been  terminated  by  the  requisite  period  of  notice. 
It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  "  W.S."  has  a  claim  against  his 
employer  for  wages  during  the  period  of  his  absence  from 
work.] 

C.  E.  B.  (4/1). — The  licence  to  retail  methylated  spirits  is 
an  excise  licence,  but  it  can  be  granted  in  Northern  Ireland 
only  to  the  holder  of  a  certificate  from  a  Licensing  Court.  This 
is  a  special  Court  which  requires  the  presence  of  a  stipendiary 
magistrate.  Any  person  who  wishes  to  apply  to  the  Court  for 
a  certificate  is  required  to  give  notice  of  his  intention  at  least 
twenty-one  days  before  the  sitting  of  the  Court  to  the  Sub- 
Inspector,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Head  Constable  of  the  con- 
stabulary of  the  district  in  which  he  resides.  This  has  to  be 
in  writing,  and  the  application  must  set  forth  the  applicant's 
place  of  residence  and  the  situation  and  place  of  the  house  in 
which  the  methylated  spirits  are  to  be  sold.  The  applicant 
should  be  present  in  Court  when  the  application  is  made, 
unless  prevented  by  some  unavoidable  obstacle  ;  but  the  em- 
ployment of  a  solicitor  is  not  necessary.  He  has  to  keep  in  mind 
that  it  is  not  lawful  for  any  person  in  any  premises  licensed 
for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  of  any  kind  by  retail  to  sell, 
expose  for  sale,  keep  for  sale,  or  have  or  supply  any  liquor 
which  consists  of  or  is  mixed  with  any  alcohol  of  a  kind 
other  than  ethyl  alcohol.  The  amount  of  the  Court  fees  can 
be  ascertained  from  the  clerk  of  the  Court  when  notice  is 
given  him  by  the  applicant  of  his  intention  to  apply  for  the 
certificate.

Petroleum 

45  parts 

The  kaolin  or  fossil  earth  must  be  well  elutriated  so  as  to 
eliminate  all  particles  which  might  scratch  the  metal. 

P.  M.  S.  (7/38). — A  method  of  preparing  an  aqueous  emul- 
sion embodying  linseed  oil  and  an  essential  oil  is  by  triethanol- 
amine.  We  have  found  that  the  following  yields  a  satisfactory 
product :

— This  is  usually  due  to 
the  salt  used  in  the  dough  making,  and  as  a  preventive  the 
baker  should  rinse  his  hands  and  arms  with  water  two  or  three 
times  during  the  operation.

Pill-Making 

On  March  25  a  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  Joseph  Ince  on 
"Pills"  .  .  .  [before  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association]. 
In  the  discussion  which  ensued  several  members  were  in  favour 
of  the  desirability  of  adopting  one  recognised  size  for  pills  of 
a  potent  nature  where  the  matter  was  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  dispenser.  It  seemed  to  be  the  general  opinion  that  i-gr. 
pills  would  meet  the  requirements  of  the  case  in  preference  to 
the  adoption  of  the  2-gr.  pill  as  practised  on  the  Continent. 
The  desirability  or  otherwise  of  the  occasional  use  of  chemical 
excipients — such  as  tartaric  acid  for  quinine,  or  the  soluble 
cream  of  tartar  for  intractable  substances — was  also  a  point 
under  discussion.  .  .  .  Reference  having  been  made  to  the 
disuse  of  gilding,  so  that  "  to  gild  the  bitter  pill  "  could  no 
longer  be  employed  as  a  metaphor,  a  member  observed  that 
that  very  day  he  had  to  resort  to  the  practice  which  had  been 
stated  to  have  disappeared.

1-oz.  quotations  by  7  and  multiply  by  the  number  of  drachms 
required.  To  obtain  the  grain  prices  divide  the  drachm  selling 
price  by  50. 

ADJUSTING  PRICES. — While  standard  wholesale  prices  are  used 
as  the  starting  point  for  calculating  the  retail  prices,  it  may  be  desired 
to  adjust  the  selling  price  for  variations  in  cost.  This 
may  be  effected  by  the  following  simplified  method  :  To 
obtain  the  lb.  selling  price  add  half  to  the  cost  price 
(yielding  33 J  per  cent,  on  return);  for  the  4-oz. 
selling  price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  10  and  multiply 
by  4  (yielding  37.5  per  cent.);  for  the  1-oz.  selling 
price  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  9  (yielding  43.75  per 
cent.).  This  method  also  applies  to  lozenges  and 
pastilles  which  remain  at  a  firm  cost  price. 
DISPENSING  CHARGES.— The  two  systems  given 
(p.  2)  are  based  on  a  special  investigation  and  should 
be  used  for  all  dispensing  other  than  contract  work. 
When  the  Rapid  Method  is  employed  the  Edinburgh 
private  mark  MELBORACIS  should  be  used.  In 
the  case  of  a  prescription  containing  one  or  more 
ingredients  of  an  expensive  nature  the  Costing  Method 
is  used  and  the  mark  "  C.  &  D."  only  ought  then 
to  be  indicated  beneath  the  chemist's  stamp.

1.  RAPID  METHOD.— The  cost  represents  a  definite  proportion  of 
the  charge  and  refers  to  ordinary  drugs  and  chemicals  with  infusions  or 
decoctions.  Tinctures,  syrups,  extracts,  if  prescribed  in  any  quantity, 
require  the  price  adjusting  by  the  list  according  to  Method  2.  The  prices 
quoted  are  exclusive  of  containers.   (See  below.)

Larger  quantities,  or  those  containing  appreciable  amounts  of  tinctures, 
etc,  should  be  priced  by  Method  2. 


2.  COSTING  METHOD.— This  method  is  calculated  on  the  average 
time  taken  for  the  various  operations  involved  in  dispensing,  and  is  based 
on  the  recommendations  in  1 91 5  of  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the 
National  Insurance  Act  Drug  Tariff  and  the  results  obtained  by  numerous 
correspondents.  The  three  components  of  the  price  of  a  prescription  to 
be  added  together  are  as  follows : — 

A.  The  selling  prices  in  this  list  are  calculated  upon  costing  principles, 
and  form  a  correct  basis  for  obtaining  the  cost  of  the  ingredients  of  a  prescrip- 
tion. For  finding  the  price  of  drachm  quantities  other  than  those  quoted  in 
the  list,  the  rule  that  should  be  adopted  is  to  divide  the  ounce  quantity  by 
seven  and  multiply  the  figures  obtained  by  the  number  of  drachms  required. 

B.  Prices  of  containers  are  given  in  the  list.   (See  below.) 

C.  Special  "oncost"  included  in  the  terms  "  time  "  and  "labour"  to 
perform  the  work,  and  the  special  establishment  charges  of  the  dispen- 
sary above  and  beyond  that  already  included  in  the  distribution  "  oncost." 

Modem  medical  treatment  sometimes  requires  forms  of  medication 
needing  long  periods  of  time  in  their  preparation.  No  standard  fee  can 
be  laid  down  since  time,  the  guiding  factor,  is  unknown  until  the  prescription 
is  completed.  A  basic  figure  covering  time  with  its  essential  oncost  and 
actual  labour  may  be  calculated  on  a  rate  of  60d.per  hour  or  portions  thereof 
in  making  up  the  final  professional  charge.

HINTS  ON  STOCKTAKING 

Departmental. sing  a  complex  business  like  that  of  a  chemist  and  druggist 
is  the  simplest  way  to  control  incoming  and  outgoing  goods*  and  to  gain  an 
understanding  of  prices  to  be  charged  for  the  purpose  of  yielding  suitable 
profits.  Since  stocktaking  is  the  only  safe  way  of  knowing  the  movement 
of  a  business  up  or  down,  it  follows  that  anything  simplifying  the  operation 
of  stocktaking  possesses  economic  value.  Writing  down  a  few  thousand 
names  is  the  most  thankless  and  time-wasting  proposition  a  business  man 
can  devise.  Stocktaking  sheets,  where  75  per  cent,  of  the  work  required 
has  been  done,  must  of  necessity  possess  a  commensurate  value  equal  to  the 
time  and  labour  saved.  The  C.  &  D.  Retail  Price  List  is  compiled  on 
sectional  or  departmental  lines;  it  corresponds  with  the  method  of  the 
Stocktaking  Sheets,  and  provides  a  further  step  in  simplifying  the  labours 
of  stocktaking.  Stock  means  goods  that  are  for  sale.  Fixtures  are  items 
for  the  capital  account  and  are  valued  separately.  Before  taking  stock, 
arrange  things  so  far  as  possible  for  estimating  numbers  and  quantity.  The 
C.  &  D.  Stocktaking  Pad,  which  tells  at  2s.  6d.,  is  arranged  in  sections, 
and  the  pricing  arrangement  is  on  a  progressive  basis  to  the  final  amount. 
The  best  way  to  use  the  stocktaking  sheets  is  for  one  person  to  call  out  the 
quantity  of  the  drug  or  chemical  and  for  another  assistant  to  enter  this  in 
the  appropriate  position  on  the  stocktaking  sheets,  and  if  costs  or  prices 
are  available  at  the  time  of  entry  of  the  quantity  of  the  article,  such  amount 
should  always  be  inserted  at  the  same  time.  The  sections  or  departments 
should  have  the  stock  taken  separately,  as  the  mind  working  on  one  section 
rhythmically  reaches  the  end  with  the  least  expenditure  of  energy. 

PRICING;  The  quantity-price  should  be  that  which  is  usually  bought  at 
reasonable  intervals  or  used  in  dispensing,  the  aim  in  business  being  to  turn 
stock  over  quickly,  at  least  five  to  six  times  a  year.  The  arrangement  of 
the  items  in  the  Stocktaking  Sheets  corresponds  with  the  C.  &  D.  Retail 
Price  List,  and  the  prices  in  the  latter  are  those  current  at  the  time  of  issue. 
When  the  stocktaking  is  finished,  extend  the  cost  by  means  of  the  C.  &  D. 
Retail  Price  List  and  transfer  the  total  of  each  section  to  the  specially  ruled 
sheet  for  the  summary  provided  at  the  end  of  the  pad.  Where  articles  are 
in  bulk  and  a  lb.  price  is  given,  subdivide  or  multiply  as  the  case  may  need. 
Where  syrups  or  glycerin  are  taken  by  volume,  divide  the  lb.  cost  by  12 
to  get  the  fluid  ounce  cost.  In  the  case  of  tinctures  or  spirits,  where  a  lb. 
cost  is  given,  divide  the  cost  by  18  in  order  to  get  the  price  of  a  fluid  ounce. 
The  method  is  not  uniformly  accurate,  but  the  margin  of  error  is  negligible. 
Where  ounce  cost  is  given,  divide  by  7  in  order  to  get  drachm  price.  Where 
drachm  cost  is  given,  divide  by  50  in  order  to  get  the  grain  price.  Stock 
lines  other  than  drugs  are  set  out  where  a  common  basis  can  be  given.  They 
are  best  arranged  and  grouped  according  to  cost :  100  lines  at  x  :  and  so  on, 
but  this  presupposes  that  the  stock  is  arranged  In  an  orderly  manner.  Space 
is  provided  for  such  lines  for  which  the  details  are  not  common  to  all 
businesses.  Standardising  stock  lines  in  a  chemist's  business  is  extremely 
difficult,  but  much  can  be  done  to  ease  the  burden  of  stocktaking  if  the  idea 
of  standardisation  is  practised  wherever  possible.
